BRITAIN ADOPTS RETALIATION. 


The announcement made in the House of Commons on 
July 21 that Great Britain had decided to adopt re- 
taliatory action against the Germans for their illegal 
and inhuman practice of air raiding. over England 
shows how deeply the great body of the English people 
have been moved at last by the frequent air attacks 
on towns and cities which, in spite of Germany’s des- 
cribing them as fortified places, can in no sense be re- 
garded as such except for temporary defenses in the 
nature of anti-aircraft weapons emplaced since Germany 
began her air raids over England. -The psychology of 
the English concerning these attacks is clearly estab- 
lished and is easy to follow. The initial raids over 
the East Coast of England and over London spurred 
recruiting for Kitchener’s first armies mightily. As 
raid after raid followed the first flashes of anger died 
down and were succeeded py a spirit of readiness to 
endure these assaults from the air gallantly, as a neces- 
sary evil of war. In this phase of the German air 
raidings the temper of the English people is best il- 
lustrated by the military burials with honors that they 
gave to the bodies of the Germans who fell to their 
death from destroyed Zeppelins and airplanes on Eng- 
lish soil. But as the German raids grew in number 
and as the lists of casualties among women and chil- 
dren lengthened, a change took place in English opinion 
on this subject of retaliation that affected all classes 
of people with the exception of the confirmed pacifists 
including a few of the high dignitaries of the Church 
of England who openly held to the principle that Eng- 
land should not fall to the depths Germany has in her 
conduct of the war against innocent civilians and to 
the lowest iniquity of all, the torpedoing or shelling 
of hospital ships. 

The authorities on international law agree on defin- 
ing barbarous nations as those that “violate the rules 
of civilized warfare chiefly in their cruel treatment of 
wounded and unwounded prisoners, and in their tend- 
ency to indiscriminate slaughter, pillage and destruc- 
tion while passing through inhabitated districts.” Ger- 
many has been guilty of all of these charges except 
that of indiscriminate slaughter, confining that to her 
own troops in such attacks as she made on Verdun and 
at present against the French along the Chemin des 
Dames positions. International law says again that in 
Operations against each other trained armies must act 
in accordance with the principle “that no forcible meas- 
ures against an enemy which involve the loss of human 
life are justifiable which do not bear directly upon the 
object for which the war is undertaken, and which do 
hot materially contribute to bring it to an end.” Surely 
in Germany’s “war against Russia”—which she began 
by invading Belgium to attack France—the killing of 
Women and children in London does not bear directly 
upon the object for which the war is undertaken, and 
does not contribute materially to bring it to an end! 

It is to be noted in German official reports of air raids 
on the British capital that it is always described as 
“the fortress of London.” That is about as truthful 
& description of London, whose only fortress is the 
Tower of London, as it would be to speak of Governors 


defense. 


Island as “the fortress of New York.” International 
law says that “peace is the normal state of mankind, 
and that other than military conditions now prevail in 
the location, growth, and development of cities and 
towns. This fact must be recognized by belligerent 
states, and by their generals commanding in the field. 
There is scarcely a fortified place now in existence which 
does not contain a large contingent of non-combatant 
population * * * and the claims of these defense- 
less persons should constantly be borne in mind by all 
those who have to do with siege operations.” German _ 
sophistry would probably advance the defense that the 
attacks on London were not conducted by her generals 
in the field and were not siege operations, but the world 
is now in league against German sophistries as only 
one of her many dangers to democracy and peace. In- 
ternational law goes on to say that “when devastation is 
occasioned by the wanton destruction of houses, crops 
and trees * * * it becomes an offense against the 
laws of war, and its discontinuance may be compelled 
by measures of retaliation.” 

That Great Britain has ample justification in inter- 
national law. for the course she has adopted there can be 
no question. “The power of compelling an enemy to 
observe the rules of war, or to refrain from violating any 
particular one of them, is called the right of retaliation 
* * * In choosing a means of retaliation revenge 
cannot enter into the consideration or decision of the 
question. The commander’s sole purpose must be to 
constrain his adversary to discontinue the irregular acts 
complained of. Unless the enemy’s act be in gross vio- 
lation of the dictates of humanity, he must retaliate 
by resorting to the same or similar acts in his military 
operations.” The question of revenge is a nice one to 
balance in any estimate of such a situation as Britain 
has faced almost since the beginning of the war in the 
matter of these air raids. Also there enters the quali- 
fication against inhuman acts, which is what the people 
of England have always held the air raids were. Yet 
on this point it would seem that the English were per- 
fectly justified in the adopting a course of retaliation 
since it has been obvious from the beginning that the 
only way to make the “people” of Germany—that is the 
non-combatant population—realize the evils of Prussian 
militarism is to carry to them just such punishments as 
Prussia has wreaked on portions of England, France, 
Serbia, Rumania and Poland. To advance the argument, 
as against retaliatory measures, that France has kept 
Paris free from air attacks by a superior measure of 
air defense hardly fits England’s situation. For Prus- 
sian hatred of England is much greater than its feelings 
against France, which she regards as a close neighbor 
with whom she will have to live at peace again some day.

Something has been done by the War Department and 
the officers of the U.S. Army that at last has pleased the 
Boston Transcript. We learn this through an editorial 
in its issue of July 12 entitled “An Ill-Timed Protest,” 
in which issue is taken with the protest made by Sena- 
tors Lodge and Weeks, of the Bay State, against the 
assignment of the Massachusetts National Guard for 
training at the cantonment at Fayetteville, N.C. The 
editorial reads, in part: “The site in question lies in a 
part of North Carolina well knewn for its salubrious 
climate. It was selected after thorough examination by 
experts of the Regular Army who know their business. 
It was personally inspected by the commander of the 
Southeastern Department, the ranking officer on the 
active list of the Regular Army to-day, a New Eng- 
lander by birth and education, none other -than Major 
Gen. Leonard Wood, who calls Massachusetts home. It 
is impossible to believe that General Wood was indif- 
ferent to the welfare of the troops from his home state 
and section in recommending for them a place of train-- 
ing. It has not been his habit in the past to trim the 
the sail of his opinions in military matters to prevailing 
political breezes. If there is an officer in the Army to- 
day to whose care the fathers and mothers of Massa- 
chusetts would be more willing to commit their sons who 
are joining the colors for training, we do not knew iis 
name.” 
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Special laws to protect persons in the military service 
of the several countries in the matter of obligations con- 
tracted previous to entering the service have been passed 
by Great Britain, France and Germany since the out- 
break of the war. ‘This is pointed out by Dr. Charles 
Henry Huberich in an article in the New York Times 
of July 15, in the course of which he argues the immedi- 
ate need for Federal and state legislation to protect the 
rights of a man who has entered the military Service of 
the United States and who thereby jeopardizes his power 
to care for obligations contracted previous to entering 
the service. “The American law,” Dr. Huberich states, 
“as at present in force, contains but few, and these 
inadequate, provisions for cases of this character. It 
is well settled that a party who is absent as a volun- 
teer in the military Service has no absolute right of 
continuance on that ground, unless such right is ex- 
pressly conferred by statute.” He continues: “During 
the Civil War statutes were enacted in several of the 
states providing for a suspension of legal proceedings. 
So, for example, under the Illinois and Ohio statutes of 
1861 a continuance was granted in favor of a defendant 
engaged in military service, if it appeared that his pres- 
ence was in some degree necessary for a full and fair 
But even under a liberal construction these 
measures were found to be insufficient, and the laws 
were subsequently amended so that a defendant in mili- 


tary service was absolutely entitled to continuance upon 
proof of this fact. In most of the American states, in- 
cluding New York, no laws are at present in force pro- 
viding for continuance of pending cases on the ground 
vf the military service of any party thereto.’ Among 
the belligerent powers in Europe the need for such laws 
was recognized with the outbreak of war, and Germany 
declared her law in the matter on Aug. 4, 1914, France 
on Aug. 5, and Great Britain on Aug. 31. The “dis- 
cretion of the court” enters largely into all cases under 
the English law. In France only under special leave 
of the court can suits be instituted or prosecuted against 
persons called to the colors, while no proceedings in bank- 
ruptcy can be brought against such persons during the 
period of mobilization and until a date to be hereafter 
fixed. The German law provides for a suspension of 
legal proceedings against persons in the military ser- 
vice or who are held as prisoners of war or hostages by 
the enemy. Dr. Huberich adds: “Under the American 
governmental system legislation of the character above 
described must be enacted partly by the state legisla- 
tures, partly by Congress. Grave difficulties also arise 
owing to the constitutional limitations imposed on 
American legislative bodies.” 
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Although it was reported several weeks -ago that the 
Secretary of War had under advisement reconsideration 
of the order prohibiting the purchase from public funds of 
publications by Army officers, no modification of the 
order has been noted as yet. It is understood that one 
of the reasons for the order was that scon after the 
declaration of war certain books which the Department 
considered not up to the proper standard were prepared 
for the occasion, placed on the market, were advertised in 
a way that it was held exaggerated t.eir merits, and were 
sold in large numbers to civilians who, in their patriotic 
enthusiasm, were willing to pay almost any price for 
military books. We are inclined to believe, however, 
that certain publishers were to blame-for this rather. 
than the officers themselves, who were probably unsuspect- 
ing tools in the matter.- While the purpose of the order of 
the Secretary of War may have been admirable, its re- 
sult was entirely too drastic and’ sweeping; leading to 
manifestly unfair discrimination. For example, a book 
by a civilian, a National Guard, Marine Corps, Navy or 
foreign officer'can be purchased for the Army from pub- 
lie funds; but an excellent book by an Army officer can- 
not be bought. As we all know, long before war was de- 
clared some of our officers really rendered a decided ser- 
vice to the Government by publishing excelient books at 
moderate prices, which have been used to unquestionable 
advantage in the training and instruction of the commis- 
sioned and enlisted personnel of the Regular Army and of 
the National Guard in particular.. It may be said that 
the great majority of military books by our officers are of 
this class, and it does not, therefore, seem fair that the 
majority of our military authors should be penalized to 
shut out an occasional book of inferior quality. Many 
of our military authors are men with families, with no 
income outside of their pay, and the extra money they 
were able to make from their books in a perfectly legiti- 
mate and commendable way, meant a great deal to them. 
We have heard of one case where the sweeping order of 
the Secretary literally forced an officer into selling his 
copyrights for a comparatively small sum to a certain 
publishing firm which will now make whatever money 
there is to be made out of the books, and which, of course, 
should in all fairness and justice have been made by the 
officer. The men who write books are, as a rule, among 
our most efficient, industrious and hard-working officers. 
They are men who are well informed in their professiqn 
and who work after hours. It hardly seems fair that 
now these men should be discriminated against.

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In response to a request from the Mexican govern- 
ment, the Department of State has informed the Mexican 
government that it will release for shipment into Mexico 
2,700,000 rounds of ammunition belonging to the Mexican 
government. This was ordered and paid for prior to the 
embargo on shipment into Mexico, and has been held in 
storage on the border for more than a year a half. The 
“Mexican government represented that it was in urgent 
need of the ammunition for safeguarding important lines 
of communication, and to afford protection in the outlying 
districts to American and cther foreign interests engaged 
in the production of war material essential to the United 
States at this time. Ambassador Fletcher will return 
immediately to Mexico and arrange details of delivery 
which will insure its reaching the hands of the representa- 
tives of the Mexican government. The State Department 
reached a decision in the matter after full consultation 
with the War Department and Ambassador Fletcher. 





Many retired soldiers of the Army are now detailed 
to active duty. After the war retired enlisted men de- 
tailed to active duty would revert to their original rank 
on the retired list. It is to be hoped that the Secretary 
of War may receive authority to return the retired 
enlisted men to the retired list with the highest rank 
held by them during their war service. Many of the 
retired soldiers are married and have to seek civil em- 
ployment to add enough to their retired pay to live on 
in comfort. If detailed to active duty» they lose their 
civil jobs and only get a temporary increase in pay or 
raise in rank. When they leave active duty they will 
be older, out of a civil job and under present law would 
have only the pay of the rank held before being detailed. 
It would be a fair reward for their patriotism and their 
‘experienced service as instructors if they were allowed 
to retain the highest rank held by them. 
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A “Tour of Applied Preparedness and Patriotism,” 
covering 1,200 miles and visiting forty-odd cities in 
Eastern Tennessee, Georgia and the Carolinas, was com- 
pleted early in July by the business men of Knoxville, 
Tenn. Originally intended as a trade trip, when the war 
crisis loomed on the horizon the services of the trip were 
extended to the Government. The offer met with the 
official sanction of the President, the Secretary of the 
Navy and the Secretary of War. Officials of both of 
these Departments accompanied the trip and made 
speeches in the interest of Preparedness and for the 
purpose of stimulating the Government's recruiting cam- 
paign at all of the towns visited. There were more 
than 140 business and professional men in the party, 
headed by a brass band and a Boy Scout drum and 
bugle corps. National anthems were played and pa- 
triotic speeches made, but not a word was said ir the 
interest of trade. The business nen of Knoxville take 
annual trade pilgrimages and are referred to in the towns 
visited as “Trade Trippers.” But this year they were 
aptly strled “Pilgrims of Patriotism.’ court re- 
erter and a motion picture man were taken along by 
Phe Knoxville business men, and the proceedings as well 
as the motion picture films, showing the yin “ 
stations when speaking was in progress, 
the Secretary of ae’ Sines. The Navy Department 
purchased a copy of the moving picture film of the trip, 
to be used by recruiting offices in the South, and later 
in the Middle West. It is believed that commercial 
organizations in other cities will follow the example of 
the Knoxvillé business mer _and_ thus perpetuate 
is coming to be known as The Knoxville Idea.

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“Outline of a Plan for Effecting Universal Military 
Training in the United States,” by Col. Stephen M. 
Foote, U.S.A., is the leading article in the July-August 
number of the Journal of the Military Service Institu- 
tion of the United States, this being the honorable 
mention prize essay in the last competition conducted 
by the Institution. That “stormy petrel” among mili- 
tary writers, Major Richard Stockton, jr., O.R.C., has 
an article entitled “All Together, Soldiers!” in which 
he asks the question: “Has the Military Service Institu- 
tion of the United States outlived its usefulness?’ 
Major Stockton implies that it has and then proceeds to 
show how this state of affairs can be improved, in which 
opinion he is backed up by the editor who tells how hard 
bis task is of editing a magazine with almost nothing in 
the way of copy to edit. Apparently Major Stockton 
will do some good by his criticism which is as frank as 
it is well-meant. Other articles in this number are 
“The Quebec Campaign of 1759,” by Major Robert E. 
Wyllie, C.A.C., U.S.A., and “The Weather and War,” 
by Robert DeC. Ward, of Harvard University. 
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The Secretary of the Navy signed the formal order for 
the extension of the eable censorship to all trans-Atlantic 
undersea lines of communication on July 18. This action 
was taken on authority of an executive order issued by 








the President on April 28 in which supervision of tele- | 


graph and telephone lines was delegated to the Secretary 
of War and of submarine cables to the Secretary of the 
Navy. “Since May 4,” said Secretary Daniels, “‘a cable 
censorship has been in effect with respect to South and 
Central America, Mexico and the Orient. Trans-Atlantic 
cables were exempted temporarily out of a desire to learn 
the workings of the French and British censorships in 
order to assure effective co-operation without duplication 
of effort.” Comdr. David W. Todd, U.S.N.. Director of 
Naval Communications, will continue as supervisor of 
eable censorship ; the New York office remaining in charge 
of Comdr. Arthur B. Hoff, U.S.N. 
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“In view of recent agitation relative to giving en- 
listed men of the Medical Department commissions, per- 
haps it would be better to remove some of the minor de- 
fects in advancement before we start after the larger 
ones,” writes an Army hospital sergeant. “A master 
hospital sergeant, Medical Section Enlisted Reserve 
Corps, upon being ordered into active service draws $25 
per month more than a very efficient: sergeant, first- 
class, Medical Department, who has had his efficiency 
recognized by the post surgeon. If master sergeants are 
required, why is it not possible to give the older and 
more efficient non-commissioned officers this rating? 
They are qualified to pass as high an examination in 
drugs and dispensary work as the newly appointed mas- 
ter hospital sergeant, and the latter is often at sea 
regarding the duties of a soldier.”

The Post Office Department desires the public to be 
specially advised that im order to prevent delay in dis- 
patch and secure prompt delivery of letters, post cards 
and printed matter addressed to the United States Ex- 
peditionary Forces in Europe, te which the domestic 
rates of postage apply, it is important that the postage 
be fully prepaid. Mail addressed to the expeditionary 
forces should be handed in at the post office in order that 
it may be weighed, rated, and have the full amount of 
postage affixed before the sender leaves the office. Un- 
paid letters from soldiers in the United States Expedi- 
tionary Forces in Europe addressed for delivery in the 
United States or its possessions are to be rated with post- 
age due at the single rate only to be collected on delivery. 
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A school for instruction of members of the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps in equitation, physical exercise, military 
courtesy, etc., has been established at Headquarters, 
Southeastern Department, Charleston, 8.C., by order of 
Major Gen. Leonard Wood. iajor Nathan C. Shiverick, 
A.G., Officers’ Reserve Corps, is senior instructor. As- 
sistant instructors will be appointed from time to time 
upon his recommendation. Officers concerned will report 
daily at a place designated and at an hour not later than 
6:45 a.m. Automobiles will take to and from the exercise 
field chiefs of Divisions and other senior officers required 
at an early hour.

“President Lowell, of Harvard,” says the Boston 
Transcript, “has offered the United States Government, 
through Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., commander 
of the Northeastern Department, the entire college mili- 
tary plant and equipment for a four weeks’ course 
of training for all Reserve officers of the first 
Plattsburg training camps. The French army of- 
ficers now at the camp are to remain and give the new 
officers practical instruction in offensive trench work, 
grenade warfare, and all the ramifications of modern com- 
bat with which they are familiar from recent experience 
and which it is considered will be of almost inestimable 
value to the Reserve men in the duties they will be called 
upon to perform.” 
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The Secretary of War has. authorized Department 
commanders of the Army to discharge for fraudulent 
enlistment enlisted men under eighteen years of age, 
who have enlisted fraudulently, when satisfactory evi- 
dence of age is furnished, the provisions of Paragraph 
1380, Army Regulations, to apply in each case. _ Evi- 
dence in such cases should consist of (1) a duly au- 
thenticated copy of a municipal or other official record 
of the soldier’s birth, if such record exists; (2) the 
affidavit of the soldier’s parents (or guardian) as to 
the date of his birth; and (3) the affidavits of two or 
more disinterested persons who are able to testify from 
their own personal knowledge as to the soldier’s age. 
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The first drawing of numbers to select the men for the 
National Army took place in the Senate Office building 
on July 20. Secretary Baker drew the first number 
(258) and he was followed in turn by Chairman Cham- 
berlain, of the Senate Military Affairs Committee, who 
drew the second; Chairman Dent, of the House Commit- 
tee, the third; Senator Warren, of the Senate Military 
Affairs Committee, the fourth; Representative Kahn, 
House Military Affairs Committee, the fifth; General 
Bliss, the sixth; Provost Marshal General Crowder, the 
Seventh; Adjutant General McCain, the eighth. The 
draft then formally proceeded, one blindfolded man draw- 
ing the rest of the numbers, 10,500 in all. 
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Dock Commissioner R. A. C. Smith, of New York city, 
has turned over to the Government, for use by the Engi- 
neer Corps of the Army, the two piers at Fifty-fifth and 
Fifty-sixth streets and the North River. These piers 
will be used in conjunction with the Army depot estab- 
lished on the Hoboken docks. The Commissioner also 
has announced the turning over to the Navy of the upland 
from Thirty-third and Thirty-sixth streets in Brooklyn. 
It is proposed to erect warehouses there for the storage 
of supplies. On the pier at Fifty-seventh street and the 
North River, just north of the Army piers, the American 
Red Cross will erect two large buildings for the receipt 
and distribution of its stores. 
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In the Reichstag debate. following the recent speech 
of Chancellor Michaelis, Philipp Scheidemann, leader of 
the majority Socialists, particularly attacked the subma- 
rine warfare strongly. Scheidemann recalled the proph- 
ecy made some weeks ago by Herr von Heydebrand, the 
Conservative leader, that the war would be won in two 
months through the submarine, and evoked merriment in 
the House by adding: “Heydebrand, your submarine 
watch has run down!” As a weapon to end the war 
this summer the illusion of the submarine, the speaker 
added, had broken down, as was inevitable.

MILLIONS MORE FOR NAVAL WORK. 


The Secretary of the Navy on July 21 submitted to 
Congress estimates aggregating $137,366,171 to be used 
in securing ammunition and ordnance supplies, in improy- 
ing yards and docks and enlarging the Naval Gun Factory 
at Washington. For the gun factory $2,500,000 is asked 
and for completely equipping the Washington Navy Yard, 
$5,000,000. The largest single estimate carried in the 
list is one of $105,556,177 which is designated as for the 
“naval establishment”; $12,446,000 is to be expended for 
ordnance; $22,000,000 for batteries, etc., for equipping 
auxiliaries; $30,000,000 for reserve ordnance supplies ; 
$2,600,000 for clothing for the Marine Corps. The item 
for yards and docks totals $23,400,000. A separate ap- 
propriation of $10,000 is sought for the purchase ef a 27- 
acre tract adjacent to the New London (Conn.) subma- 
rine base site which will be used for storing submarine 
nets and mines. 

In a statement explaining his request for the above ap- 
propriations, Secretary Daniels declared that contracts 
for guns, mounts and other ordnance supplies “are be- 
coming increasingly difficult to place.” The statement 
continues: “A large amount of money in advance has been 
allotted for the construction of shops that, after the pres- 
ent emergency, will theoretically become part of the 
Navy’s property, although, due to the scattered locations, 
it will not be practicable to utilize them to the fullest ex- 
tent in the Navy's activities. Funds expended in an ex- 
tension to the Washington gun factory would result in 
quicker return of manufactured ordnance material at a 
decidedly less cost and give a permanent installation of 
great value to the Navy. Had not the Navy possessed 
the present factory, the supply of all ordnance material 
would be so much less efficient than it is at present that 
the matter would have undoubtedly been forced to public 
notice. The Bureau of Ordnance can order direct and 
obtain material from. this factory, and this alone. The 
matter of additional guns and mounts is most urgent ow- 
ing to the demands made by our own and other govern- 
ments for such equipment. ; 

“The Naval Gun Factory, possessing as it does a com- 
plete organization and a large working foree, is readily 
adapted to increasing its facilities for delivery of guns, 
mounts and other munitions. To develop any other source 
is not only expensive, but involves a matter of long delay. 
It is, therefore, considered to the best interests of the 

yovernment to increase at once the capacity of the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard for guns, mounts, torpedoes, mines, 
telescopes, sights, optical instruments and miscellaneous 
ordnance supplies. For this purpose it is proposed to 
construct the necessary buildings, crane-ways, storage 
and handling facilities at an estimated cost complete of 
$5,000,000, with the necessary machinery to cost $2,- - 
500,000 additional. An appropriation of $7,500,000 for 
this purpose is earnestly recommended. The proposed 
work includes the construction of a large six-story ma- 
chine shop for mines, mounts and torpedoes; a five-story 
pattern and wood-working shop, an extension to the 
power. plant, a new brass foundry, and extension of the 
steel forging plant, an optical shop, range-finder towers, 
administration building, quarters for enlisted personnel 
under instruction and the extension of the yard service 
system to supply adequately these new structures. 

“With the accomplishment of the-extensions contem- 
plated ample manufacturing facilities will be provided 
for the manufacture of from 300 to 900 torpedoes per 
annum, at least 3,000 mines per month, a large increase 
in the manufacture of guns, mounts and other ordnance 
accessories and the manufacture and repair of the larger 
part of the optical work for the entire naval establish- 
ment. It is thus apparent that the expenditure of these 
funds is amply warranted as an evident and urgent mili- 
tary necessity. Captain Willard, acting superintendent 
of the Naval Gun Factory, estimates that after improve- 
ments requested have been completed, with the plant 
working at full capacity, the annual saving in cost of 
ordnance materials will very nearly equal the first cost of 
the improvements. On this basis alone the expenditure 
would appear to be aely justified, while on the basis of 
military necessity for the purpose of increasing the coun- 
try’s output capacity and affording production for ord- 
nance material that cannot be produced elsewhere the 
project would seem to be an urgent _ need.” 
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INSURANCE FOR THE SERVICES. 


The Government began to work out a plan for insur- 
ing the officers and men of the Services on July 23, when 
a program was discussed at a conference of officials of 
the War, Navy, Treasury, Commerce and Labor De- 
partments, the Labor Committee of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense and the presidents and other high of- 
ficers of leading insurance companies of the - United 
States. Among the officials invited to the conference were: 
Eéwin F. Sweet, Assistant Secretary of Commerce; 
Samuel Gompers, Judge Julian W. Mack, Capt. S. H. 
Wolfe, representing the War Department; Major Henry 
Leonard, U.S.M:C., representing the Navy Department; 
and a representative of the Department of Labor. L. S. 


Rowe, Assistant Secretary of the Treasury; W. ©. De- 
Lancy, director of the Bureau of War Risk Insurance 
of the Treasury Department; and Hendon Chubb, W. N. 
Davey, and William R. Hedge, of the advisory board of 
war risk insurance. : 

Soldiers and sailors, under the tentative plan discussed, 
could obtain from any company life insurance at peace- 
time rates. The Government would pay the additional 
premium charge due to the war hazard, plus the cost of 
administering the insurance department. Life insur- 
ance would be issued, it is contemplated, to both officers 
and men in amounts ranging from $1,000 to $10,000. 
Premiums might be paid in instalments, in order to 
lighten as far as possible the financial burden. Death 
or total disability would mature the policy. Support 
for the family or other dependents of soldiers and sail- 
ors, according to the proposed plan, would be provided 
by giving those at home a portion of the soldier’s or 
sailor’s pay, supplemented by an allowance from ihe 
Government. 

The Government’s contribution is to depend, if the 
proposal is adopted, upon the size of the family. Where 
the dependents are other than wife or child the amount 
would be determined by actual need of the person or 
persons affected. The Government allowance would be 
conditioned on an allotment for dependents out of ihe 
soldier’s or seaman’s pay. The proposed system of life 
insurance and support would be administered by ihe 
Bureau of War Risk Insurance. 

A system somewhat similar to that followed by Work- 
men’s Compensation Commissions in New_York and 
other states doubtless would be followed. Partial dis- 
ability would pay a.percentage of the compensation fixed 
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for total disability. As this compensation would take 
the place of pensions, the Government would be expected 
to bear all the expense. Men who come back from the 
war disabled are to receive the attention of the Gov- 
ernment. It is hoped to inaugurate a system of _re- 
habilitation and re-education for them. When the Gov- 
ernment officials and the insurance company experts 
have completed their plans the result of their labors 
will be laid before President Wilson by Secretary Mc- 
Adoo. If the President approves the proposals will be 
referred to Congress for action. 
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TRAINING CAMP LOCATIONS REVISED. 


As a result of a reinspection of sites previously chosen 
a complete revision in the plans for locations of the 
second series of officers’ training camps to open Aug. 
27 has been decided on by the War Department, it 
Was announced this week. Under the new arrangement 
there will be nine camps instead of eight, Fort McPher- 
son, Ga.; Fort Logan H. Roots, Ark., and Fort Riley, 
Kas., being dropped from the list and Plattsburg Bar- 
racks, N.Y.; Fort Niagara, N.Y.; Fort Snelling, Minn., 
and Fort Sheridan, Ill., added. The Fort Myer, Va.; 
Fort Oglethorpe, Ga.; Fort Benjamin Harrison, Ind. ; 
Presidio, San Francisco, and Leon Spring, Texas, desig- 
nations remain unchanged, but a reassignment of state 
personnel among the various camps has been ordered. 

“Some of the locations originally ordered are ob- 
jectionable for various reasons,” said a report on the 
subject transmitted to Secretary Baker by Brig. Gen. 
Henry P. McCain, The Adjutant General. “Fort Mc- 
Pherson is already overcrowded and has poor facilities 
for training camp work, Fort Logan H. Roots is decid- 
edly unsuitable and will be rendered more so in view 
of the large cantonment to be constructed at that place. 
Fort Riley, Kas., is objectionable because of the scat- 
tering of the buildings devoted to the training camp; 
furthermore, it is to become a large cantonment. The 
elimination of these three points as desirable training 
camp locations necessitates a change in the original 
plan. The plan recommended above is better suited to 
existing structures. No new construction is required. 
The men in training camps will be much less crowded 
than at present. The more northern points may ex- 
perience unfavorable weather in November, but this is 
more than offset by the more favorable conditions that 
will exist during August, September and October. 


ASSIGNMENT OF STATE QUOTAS 


Assignment of State quotas under the new plan fol- 
lows: 

At Plattsburg—Maine, Néw Hampshire, Vermont, 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York and 
Congressional districts 10 to 28, inclusive, of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

At Fort Niagara—The remaining districts of Penn- 
sylvania. 


At Fort Myer—New Jersey, Delaware, Maryland, Dis- 
trict of Columbia and Virginia. 

At Fort Oglethorpe—North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Tennessee, Georgia, Alabama and Florida. 

At Fort Benjamin Harrison—West Virginia, Ohio, 
Indiana and Kentucky. 

At Fort Sheridan—Michigan, Wisconsin and Illinois. 

At Leon Springs—Mississippi, Arkansas, Louisiana, 
Texas, Oklahoma, New Mexico and Arizona. 

At Fort Snelling—Minnesota, Iowa, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Nebraska, Missouri, Kansas and Colorado. 

At the Presidio—Montana, Wyoming, Idaho, Washing- 
ton, Oregon, Nevada, Utah and California. 

Major Gen. Leonard Wood, commanding the South- 
eastern Department of the Army, wrote the War De- 
partment on July 23 protesting against the elimination 
of Fort McPherson, Ga., and Fort Logan H. Roots, 
Ark., expressing the opinion that none of the places 
substituted was as suitable as those abandoned. Both 
officers and men should be trained in Southern camps to 
produce the highest efficiency in the new army, he said, 
and it would be a mistake to train men in sections 
where winter conditions interfere. 


CANTONMENT PLANS. 


Plans for hospitals for all of the sixteen cantonments 
have been completed by the office of the Surgeon General 
of the Army, and the work will be commenced by the 
cantonment division of the Quartermaster Corps and fin- 
ished before troops are called under the selective draft. 
The ‘hospitals, with few variations, will have thirty-four 
wards, including two isolation wards each. Separate 
barracks are to be provided for hospital interns and 
other employees, and special buildings for the adminis- 
trative offices, power station, operating rooms, kitchen 
and dining room, chapel, and other hospital needs. It 
was stated that these buildings had not been started 
because of lack of appropriation, but that the Secre- 
tary of: War, upon being notified that the hospitals must 
be begun at once, if they s-: to be ready for the en- 
listed men, has ordered the work to be begun immedi- 
ately, pending further appropriations. 

The War Department has approved the recommen- 
dations of the commission on Training Camp Activities, 
dealing with the organization of post exchanges in Na- 
tional Army cantonments. The Quartermaster Corps 
is providing buildings at each cantonment for these es- 
tablishments. ‘The commission is authorized to contract 
for or lease the necessary fixtures; it will arrange to 
purchase the mitial stock of merchandise; will recom- 
mend to the War Department the required number of 
business men for commissions in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps; and will draw up a uniform system of accounting 
for the proposed exchanges. For each division there 
will be appointed an officer to be known as the “division 
exchange officer.” He will be commissioned a captain 
of the Quartermaster Reserve Corps. Practically all 
of these men have been selected. Each officer will stay 
with his cantonment and carry on his duties with what- 
ever troops are stationed there. His duties will in- 
elude inspecting account, general management, instruc- 
tion of new regimental exchange officers and supervision 
over their work, furnishing market quotations and trade 
information to exchanges. The net profits of any one 
of these exchanges will be distributed among the dif- 
ferent organizations interested therein in the propor- 
tions of their authorized strengths. The post exchanges 
are designed to be large co-operative enterprises from 
which the soldier can buy his extras at low prices and 
Teap the benefit of any profits which accrue. 

The Quartermaster Corps has sent out telegrams to 
presidents of fifty-eight hotel associations throughout 
the country requesting the “loan” of 3,840 experienced 
cooks to superintend the kitchens in the sixteen canton- 





‘ments for the National Army. For this work fifteen 
civilian cooks will be required for each regiment to be 
formed, making an average of 240 for each cantonment. 
The Quartermaster General has been authorized to or- 
ganize sixteen schools for the instruction of cooks for 
the Army. The plan is to have a school for each Na- 
tional Army cantonment when the mobilization takes 
place. The cooks for the organization of the National 
Army will be appointed after the Army is organized. 
Therefore, preparation must be made for feeding the men 
when they are assembled at the cantonments. It is 
not the object of the Quartermaster Corps to make these 
especially appointed cooks a permanent part of the mili- 
tary organization. It is believed that their services will 
not be required longer than from one month to six weeks. 
In addition to their work of getting the Army kitchens 
into running order, they will be utilized as instructors 
for the cooks who are permanently to serve in the Na- 
tional Army cantonments. While receiving Government 
pay they will ke supervised by trained instructors from 
the Regular Army. 
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COLLEGE COURSES FOR WAR SERVICE. 


Military interpreters for field and central bureau work 
are in training this summer at Columbia University, 
New York city. The Secretary of War and the 
President of the Army War College have approved the 
course. Students who pass will be placed on the pre- 
ferred list for appointment as interpreters in the U.S. 
Army with the grade of sergeant. ‘The course was 
planned in co-operation with the Internment Committee 
of the National Committee on Prisons and Prison La- 
bor. The War Department requested that the com- 
mittee “co-operate in securing and training the clerical 


force necessary to the raising of a’bureau of inquiry, 
both in the field work and at the central bureau.” This 
was later supplemented by the request that interpreters 
be trained to carry on translation for the various branches 
of the Service. Among the prerequisites for admission 





_to the course are a fluent-speaking and reading knowl- 


edge of either French or German. Students must take 
the physical examination of the U.S. Army, but minor 
physical defects will be waived. Proof of American 
birth and citizenship and of the student’s loyalty to the 
United States must- be provided. A thorough investi- 
gation of the history of applicants will be made. The 
course began July 11 and will end August 17. It includes 
one language, four subdivisions in military relations and 
Service regulations, and typewriting. General practice 
work in translating and speaking a language is in charge 
of four or five instructors. This is to familiarize the 
student with as many different pronunciations as pos- 
sible’ The Internment Bureau of the National Com- 
mittee on Prisons and Prison Labor has actively as- 
sisted the Government in internment work. Fifty clerks, 
speaking thirty-two different languages, have been sup- 
plied for the special purposes of the Department of 
Justice and have worked under the supervision of Prof. 
William A. Hervey, of the Germanic Department of Co- 
lumbia University. Interpreters have also been as- 
signed for duty in the camp established by the. Depart- 
ment of Labor for the men taken from the interned 
German cruisers. 

Eight hundred students at six American colleges are 
taking the preparatory course to fit them for ordnance 
work in the Army Reserve Corps. These students are 
training to become storekeepers in that branch of the 
Service which will supply the new American crmies 
with guns and munitions. At the outset of the present 
war the Ordnance department saw the need for in- 
creasing its number of commissicned and non-commis- 
sioned officers, especially in the division the duty of 
which is to keep account of ordnance supplies. ‘Chey 
decided to educate men for this work, choosing those 
who, generally speaking, had not yet reached the age 
for commissions in that department. They chose men 
recommended by the faculties of various colleges and 
augmented the number by sending to these training 
schools applicants who seemed above the average in in- 
telligence. Each course is six weeks in duration. After 
a student is graduated he is sent for a higher course 
of training, also lasting six weeks, to various arsenals 
designated by the War Department. The men are en- 
listed as privates, but a certain percentage of those 
graduated from the arsenals are recommended for pro- 
motion to non-commissioned grades. At present there are 
no second lieutenants in the Ordnance Department, but 
it is probable that the President will establish that 
grade. In this event, the more promising of the ar- 
senal graduates will receive second lieutenant’s com- 
missions. The training in the lower schools includes 
courses in requisitions, invoicing, the balancing of store 
ledgers, and military drill. The first or primary courses 
are being given at the University of Illinois, University 
of Wisconsin, Harvard, Dartmouth, the University of 
Pennsylvania, the Pennsylvania State College and the 
University of Chicago. The arsenals where the men 
go to take their six weeks of higher training are Water- 
town, Rock Island, Augusta and San Antonio. 
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COMPTROLLER’S. DECISIONS. 


Promotion of civilian employees of the War Depart- 
ment for a brief period solely for the purpose of reim- 
bursing them for erroneous payments of salary cannot 
be recognized as having any legal effect, the Comp- 
troller states. This decision comes as the result of an 
appeal made by an Engineer officer for a revision of a 
disallowance of the Auditor’s in the case of payments 
made to two civilian employees (surveyors) who had 
been recommended by the Engineer officer for increases 
of salary on Oct. 9, 1915. The War Department ap- 
proved the increased rate in both cases beginning Oct. 
16, 1915. The appellant had, under a misapprehension, 
paid these employees at the increased rate from July 1 
to Oct. 15, 1915, and they were obliged to refund the 
payments. The approval of the increase of salaries also 

as an approval of the recommendation for a temporary 
inerease of pay for three and a half months in each case 
from Oct. 16, 1915, the Comptroller points out and 
the correspondence filed in the record of the case shows 
that the sole purpose of this temporary increase “was 
to compensate said employees for the refundment of 
the increase of pay erroneously paid to them on and from 
July 1, 1915, due to the failure of the Engineer officer 
to properly interpret the provision of the law” applying 
to such case. : : 

When an officer in the Navy is ordered to “proceed 
to his home and await orders,” it means just that and 
nothing less, as an ensign in the U.S. Naval Reserve 
Force will learn through a. decision of the Comptroller. 
The Disbursing Officer of the Fourth Naval District 
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made an inquiry as to the pay this ensign of the Naval 
Coast Defense Reserve, Naval Reserve Force, was en- 
titled to “while awaiting orders at home.” On April 
7, 1917, the ensign was ordered to report to the Phila- 
delphia Navy Yard from his home in the same city. 
He reported on that date and was then ordered to Cam- 
den, N.J., which is directly across the river from Phila- 
delphia. On May 21 he was o-dered to report back 
to the Philadelphia yard and from there, on the same 
day, was directed to proceed to his home and await 
orders. He dallied on the way, it seems, and did not, 
until May 23, reach his home, where he found orders 
relieving him from all active duty. The Comptroller 
observes: “It thus appears that Ensign did not 
await orders at his home. There is, therefore, no ques- 
tion of pay to him while awaiting orders at his home 
to decide.” 

_ Officers and enlisted men of the U.S. Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps, detailed to assist the Republic of Haiti, in 
accordance with the provisions of the Act of June 12, 
1916, are entitled to foreign-service pay, a commutation 
of quarters, heat and light, “while serving in Haiti under 
these details,” according to a decision of the Comptrol- 
ler. This question was submitted by the Auditor of 
the Navy Department, who had ruled such officers and 
men were not entitled to such pay and allowances 
while serving under such details. The Comptroller, hhow- 
ever, says that the language of sections two and five of 
the Act of June 12, 1916, “is so plain, and the intent 
and purpose of the law so obvious, that there would 
appear to be no room for construction or interpreta- 
tion. The pay and allowances these officers and enlisted 
ment are to receive from the United States for service 
under these details, are the same that they would be 
entitled to receive for serving with the Navy or Marine 
Corps at the same time and place.” Therefore it ftol- 
lows that if an officer or enlisted man of these branches, 
serving with his corps in Haiti, were enlisted to foreign- 
service pay and allowances he would also be entitled to 
the same under these details. 
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TAKING CARE OF SOLDIER AND SAILOR. 


The Committee on Public Information announces that 
“to protect the American soldier from the ravages of 
social disease the Medical Department of the Army has 
organized a venereal section which will devote its atten- 
tion exclusively to this problem. Well-known medical 
officers of the Regular Army and eminent specialists 
drawn from civil life have been assigned to the task by 
Surgeon General Gorgas. Active measures for the pre- 
vention and elimination of disease are planned, and the 
question will be studied fully in its educational, sanitary, 
sociological and environmental aspects.” The U.S. Pub- 
lic Health Service and the Sanitary and Training Camp 
Divisions of the Army Medical Department will co- 
operate with the new section. Major F. F. Russell, Med. 
Corps, U.S.A., who is an authority on pathology, bac- 
tericlogy and clinical microscopy, will have charge of the 
laboratory investigations. Major William Allen Pusey, 
Med. Res. Corps, an eminent Chicago physician, recently 
called into service, will devote himself to the scientific 
side of the problem, particularly as regards hospital treat- 
ment and innoculation. Educational and_ sociological 
studies, and investigations into environmental conditions 
will be carried on under the direction of Major William 
F. Snow, M.R.C., who is secretary of the California State 
Board of Health and an authority on hygiene and public 
health. Surg. Gen. Rupert Blue will represent the U.S. 
Public Health Service. Col. F. P. Reynolds, Med. Corps, 
U.S.A., will co-operate in the field of sanitary inspection, 
and Lieut. Col. Edward L. Munson, Med. Corps, U.S.A., 
will work with the section of the Training Camp Division. 
Colonel Munson is an authority on military hygiene, and 
the author of several standard texts. 

The Secretary of the Navy is continuing his determined 
efforts to “clean up” the communities adjacent to naval 
training stations. Charleston, S.C., is the scene of the 
latest activities along this line, Secretary Daniels having 
written a personal letter to Governor Richard I. Man- 
ning, on July 20, calling that official’s attention to the 
conditions existing there and “giving him a report show- 
ing the streets and numbers of houses that are a menace 
to the young men in training.” ‘We soon will have 
5,000 recruits at Charleston,” said Mr. Daniels. “I have 
asked Governor Manning, as I did the Governors of 
Rhode Island and Pennsylvania, to co-operate with us in 
making conditions wholesome for these young men. 
have not written to the local authorities in any state in 
regard to this matter, but in each instance have taken it 
up with the state authorities.” Asked as to the situation 
in Newport and Philadelphia, Secretary Daniels said: 
“The Governor of Rhode Island and the commandant of 
the naval district write me that conditions in Newport 
are decidedly improved. Naval authorities will continue 
their vigilance. Governor Brumbaugh writes me that he 
is doing everything can to improve conditions in 
Philadelphia. The commandant at Philadelphia had a 
conference with the mayor and city officials, and they 
pledged co-operation in the effort to rid the city of the 
objectionable places.” 

The Knights of Columbus have been conducting a cam- 
paign all over the United States during the past week 
to raise a fund of $1,000,000, to be used to furnish 
recreational facilities at the various military camps to 
all men regardless of creed, and for the safeguarding 

their morals in this country and in the trenches. 
This activity, it is explained in a statement by William 
J. McGinley, supreme secretary of the order, is in co- 
operation with the Government’s Commission on Train- 
ing Camp Activities and has the approval of the War 
Department. The Committee on War Activities, with 
headquarters at Washington, has already contracted for 
the erection of buildings at the sixteen National Army 
cantonments and plans to establish centers in the Na- 
tional Guard encampments, Regular Army expansion 
camps, and the training stations of other units. of the 
Service. It is also planned to establish intelligence 
bureaus at the front to provide for communication be- 
tween men in service and relatives at home. 

The Y. M. C. A. National War Work Council is plan- 
ning to provide a large dormitory building near 23d 
street oak Broadway, New York city, where soldiers and 
sailors on shore leave may obtain sleeping quarters at 
small expense, and it is also planning to maintain in- 
formation-bureau tents in Greeley Square, Columbus Cir- 
cle, Bryant Park, Riverside Drive and 96th street, Pelham 
Bay Park, and City Park, Brooklyn, for the use of en- 
listed men on furlough in New York city. 
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Major George F. Ck@ndler, superintendent of the 
New York state police, has been advised that the War 
Department has authorized that honorable discharges

new state police department. The ‘War 
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this authority is given “in the interest of the public 
service of New York.” This recognition from Wash- 
ington of the state police places the troopers organ- 
ization in somewhat the same relation to the United 
States Army as the Royal Northwestern police of Can- 
ada bears to the British army. 











THE DEMOCRACY OF THE SERVICE. 


In an address made to the enlisted men of the 12th 
Cavalry, U.S.A., at Camp Furling, Columbus, N.M., 
on July 12, on the occasion of non-commissioned offi- 
cers of the regeiment receiving their discharges from Col. 
Horatio G. Sickel after being commissioned as officers 
in the Regular Army, Capt. Ben H. Dorcy called at- 
tention to the opportunities afforded all men in the 
Regular Army and to the real democracy existing among 
the officers. He said, in part: 

“It is given to none to read the future, but the in- 
dividual’s opportunity in the Army does not lie in the 
future but is ever present. Each day you are making 


the record by which you are being judged. The obscure 
lieutenant of to-day, who is estimating your character, 
may be the famous general of a few years hence. Strive 
for his good opinion, and if, fortunately, you already 
have it, strive to deserve it and keep it. To those of 
you who are about to take your places in the commis- 
sioned ranks in the Service of your country, I desire 
to take this opportunity to say that now, as you have 
found in the past, you will be judged by what you are 
and not what you may have been. As one who has 
passed through the ranks myself, I say to you that your 
personal friends of the future will be attracted in ac- 
cordance with the personal qualities which you may dis- 
play from day to day. 

“For years, ever since I have known anything of the 
Service, and that is more than thirty years, I have been 
aware of an impression among the civil population, and 
to a lesser extent in the ranks of the Army, that the 
official personnel of the Army has within it a clique of 
graduates of the Military Academy. Nothing can _ be 
more unjust to the West Point graduate, and nothing 
more false. No non-graduate but envies every graduate 
of that magnificent and democratic institution, the train- 
ing in discipline which he has received; none but envies 
him the systematic and thorough brain training which 
that institution affords, where the inculcation of the 
spirit of democracy is more thorough than in any other 
institution in our country, where the cadet of wealth 
and affluence and social standing in civil life can_ find 
no royal road to graduation, and where the spirit of 
the institution’s motto of ‘Duty, Honor, Country’ be- 
comes so ingrained as to become part of the graduate’s 
subconscious make-up. As one who has gained his com- 
mission from the ranks, I say to you from an experi- 
en extending over thirty years, that your future 
fr¥@is among commissioned officers will not depend 
upon your antecedents, but upon your own personality 
and official conduct, and some of your best and most 
loyal friends, both in fair weather and foul, will not 
necessarily be among officers of the same antecedents as 
yourselves, but among graduates of our Military Acad- 
emy, who have been drawn from all. walks of life of the 
great American Commonwealth, and to whom, in the 
final analysis, we are indebted for our commissions. I 
could not let this opportunity pass without putting one 
nail, at least. in the coffin of a canard which has been 
too long bandied about by an ignorant or malicious 
press, and an element im civil life with a knowledge of 
conditions obtaining in the United States Army woe- 
fully less than that pogsesséd by the German General 
Staff.” 
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AN AIR FLIGHT AT SAN ANTONIO. 
srig. Gen. James Parker, U.S.A., commander of 
the Southern Department, made an airplane flight at 


Fert Sam Houston, Texas, on July 18. Under the 
guidance of Capt. Paul L. Ferron, Sig. Corps, U.S.A., 
4.000 feet high, Col. Malvern-H. Barnum, U.S.A., chief 
of staff. decided that he, too, would like the experience 
and accordingly donned helmet and goggles and climbed 
in with Captain Ferron. The flights were made from 
the Camp Kelly aviation field. Capt. George Grunert, 
sd U.S. Cav., acting aid, made a flight with Captain 
Ferron following General Parker’s trip. For all three 
of the officers it was their initial or baptismal flight 
and all were enthusiastic in describing the trip. Flying 
at a height varying from 3,000 to 4,000 feet Captain 
Ferron carried the Southern Department’s commander 
all over San Antonio, crossing the Quadrangle at Fort 
Sam Houston and giving the genera! a bird’s-eye view 
of the Camp Travis cantonment. 

“The first sensation is of a tremendous noise” said 
General Parker. ‘Then the wind blows into one’s face 
at a rate of 100 miles an hour or so. We were up 
forty minutes and went to a height of 4,000 feet. There 
was no impression of movement whatever when at that 
height, the ground looking like a huge checkerboard and 
the fields all brown except where mesquite was growing 
or cotton. We came down in a spiral, tipping from side 
to side and it produced a queer sensation. Captain 
Ferron is a very skillful aviator and I was very glad 
to have the experience and know how an aviator feels. 
I am convinced more than ever the use of large numbers 
of airplanes and the training of a large number of 
aviators will be one of the most important factors in 
ending the present war. I was very much pleased to 
learn from Captain Ducos, of the French army, who is 
now an instructor of aviation at Camp Kelly and who 
had a great deal of experience on the western front in 
Europe, that in his opinion the airplanes we have could 
hardly be improved for the trainiiig of new men.” 

Colonel Barnum also was enthusiastic about his trip 
and intimated that another one might cause him to seek 
transfer to the Aviation Section. “The splendid feeling of 
elation was what impressed me most,” said the colonel, 
“but I will confess that the tipping of the machine when 
coming down had a tendency to cause me to shift my 
weight to keep the ship on an even keel. It was a won- 
derful trip and I am glad of the opportunity to make it.” 


AVIATION NOTES. 


A dispatch from Camp Kelly, San Antonio, Texas, 
says: “A number of Reser€e officers are receiving in- 
struction as supply officers of squadrons. Cross-country 
lying work is scheduled for three days a week and night 
flying for two days. Consecutive classes are receiving 
instruction as chiefs of sections: other classes are ¢n- 
gaged in studying motor-overhauling and repair. Wire- 


less experts on duty here have devoted considerable time 
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to experiments with a new apparatus and results al- 
ready have slightly exceeded the world’s record for send- 
ing and receiving, both in altitude and distance. ‘The 
results, however, have not yet been up to the mark set 
by the designer of the apparatus.” 

More than 1,000 students have been admitted to the 
“Ground Schools’ under operation at various ‘ univer- 
sities and from which the first classes were graduated 
last week. Latest available figures show the following 
undergoing the intensive training at these institutions: 
Massachusetts Tech., 182; Cornell, 188; Ohio State, 
154; University of Illinois, 162; University of Texas, 
133; University of California, 185; Georgia Tech., 82; 
and Princeton, 32. The last two schools have just 
started operation. 

The extent of construction operation involved in the 
establishment of a typical aviation training field may 
be gathered from the following list, which shows _the 
buildings to be erected at the Rantoul, Ill, site: High- 


teen hangars, 66x120; ten officers’ quarters, 24x 
124; one commanding officer’s residence, 25x31; one 


officers’ clubhouse, 40x 70; one hospital, 78x 118; six 
mess halls, 20x 118 each; six cantonments (barracks), 
20x 336 each; one power house, 35x37; one gyin- 
nasium; two latrines; one guard house; one school 
house, 96x 200; one supply building, 66x 125; one ad- 
ministration building, 40x80; one gasoline storage 
35x62: one blacksmith shop, 26x60; one garage, 66 
x 201; one machine shop, 65x125; one post exchange, 
40x62; one Y.M.C.A. building. 

One of the newest developments in the airplane field 
and one of which much is expected is a super-bydroaero- 
plane turned out by Glenn H. Curtiss. Service experts who 
have examined this machine declare it to be well adapted 
to the purposes of war and particularly well adapted to 
coast patrol. The new “boat” differs from prevailing 
types principally through the fact that the motor is under 
the feet of the operator instead of installed over his head. 
Another innovation is a set of appliances which allows 
the pilot to cut loose his engine from the air propellers 
and throw the power to a shaft connected with a screw 
for aquatic propulsion. In this way it is expected that 
the peril of rough weather, the bane of coast patrol work, 
will be overcome. If heavy winds necessitate a descent 
while over the sea, the aviator simply converts his 
machine into a “motor boat” and makes for the nearest 
friendly ship or harbor. ‘The new hydroaeroplane is to be 
equipped with an engine of not less than 250 horsepower.

TRENCH TRAINING AT CANAL ZONE. 


Major James A. Moss, 29th U.S. Inf., in charge of the 
training school at Camp Gaillard, Panama, Canal Zone, 
for non-commissioned officers of the’: Army. who were 
recommended for temporary commission, has been ac- 
complishing very valuable work. The most important 
element in this, perhaps, is giving the men a practical 
knowledge of the “trench warfare” they will have to deal 
with abroad. The school was established under the di- 
rection of Col. John S. Mallory, 29th Inf., who detailed 
Major Moss as commandant and Capt. Townsend Whelen, 
29th Inf., as executive officer. 

The section of trench which has been constructed after 
the pattern of those in France, has a frontage of 106 
yards and a depth of about seventy-five yards, the sys- 
tem, including fire, communication, observation and cover 
trenches, consisting of 675 yards. On account of the 
mealy nature of the soil, it was necessary to rivet with 
tin every foot of these 675 yards as well as the walls of 
the dugout, machine-gun emplacement, dressing station, 
latriney (trench toilets), water stations, ammunition re- 
cesses and the ammunition and tool depot. 

The bulk of the work was done by the companies of 
the 29th Infantry. When the companies went on lock 
guard June 12, the work was virtually taken over by 
the training school, and the trenches were completed and 
rounded out by the student non-commissioned officers. 
The trenches were constructed primarily as an adjunct of 
the training school, not only to give thé members of the 
school experience in the actual construction of trenches, 
but also for use in giving ther. practical instruction later 
in trench warfare, including bayonet fighting and grenade 
work. Great credit is due Major Moss for his work 
accomplished by untiring efforts in the face of greatest 
obstacles. Rain, mud, sliding earth, mealy soil, scarcity 
of shoring material—all combined to add a somewhat 
realistic touch, suggesting what trench-digging at the 
front must be like. Officers and ron-coms from other 
posts in the Canal Zone have inspected the trenches and 
have found them a valuable object lesson. 
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A TRIBUTE TO GENERAL CROWDER. 

“Outside of the War Department, the number of per- 
sons who a few weeks ago had ever heard of Brig. Gen. 
Enoch H. Crowder, U.S.A., is probably so small as to be 
practically negligible,’ says the New York Evening 
Mail. “Yet Crowder has been handling more human 
fates than were ever handled by any one man in this 
country before. He is the man to whom was intrusted 
the task of working out the details for the raising of the 
conscription army. And he has been performing the 
job with such thoroughness that he excites our curiosity 
and we look into his record. Then we cease to wonder 
that he is able now to perform a big thing in a big way. 
“When Dewey took Manila, it was Crowder who 
handled all the puzzling legal matters incident to the 
occupation. Crowder formulated and put into exeecn- 
tion the whole. present system of government for the 
Philippines, which, the experts say, is the best system 
of colonial government in the world. Crowder had much 
to do with the working out of problems incident to mak- 
ing an independent republic of Cuba. He drew up the 
Cuban electoral laws. The first Cuban election was 
held under his direction, and he personally saw to it 
that it passed off with the smoothness and dispatch that 
was vitally necessary. He acted as Secretary of State 
for Cuba under the Magone régime, and made the legal 
preparation for transferring the government into Cuban 
hands. 

“Having been appointed to handle the draft, Crowder 
put his whole soul into it. The task was one that ap- 
pealed to him. From early morning until night he 
worked, and then went right ahead working until after 
midnight. His title as officer in charge of the draft 
was Provost Marshal General, but he was still Judge 
Advocate General, chief legal officer of the Army. He 
ran both jobs, going from one to the other—and the 
offices for the two were several blocks apart. When the 
bill was finally passed, Crowder’s work was so far along 
that he had copies of the President’s registration 
proclamation addressed to every postmaster in the United 





States, and in the mail on their way almost before the 
ink was dry in the President’s signature to the bill. And 
meanwhile he had delivered the 10,000,000 or more blank 
registration cards to every county in the country.” 

Further praise of the admirable work Cone by General 
Crowder appeared in an editorial in the New York Sun, 
which said in part: “His management of the selective 
draft has been marked by uncommon capacity, resource- 
fulness and enterprise. He had to guide Uncle Sam’s 
hand as it was put into practically every home in the 
land. General Crowder accomplished this expeditiously 
and without inflicting unnecessary confusion on the coun- 
try. Registration and lottery were conducted in a man- 
ner that left no doubt of their impartiality and fairness, 
We esteem it a privilege to salute General Crowder as 
a thoroughly equipped Provost Marshal General gifted 
with good sense and executive ability of the first order. 
If all our military men measure up to the standard he 
has consistently maintained our troubles and sacrifices 
in the war will be reduced to a minimum.” 
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WHAT HORSE FOR THE CAVALR¥? 


In reply to a circular letter sent to a large number 
of Cavalry officers by the Commandant of the Mounted 
Service School, asking their opinion as to the type of 
horse for the Cavalry, and incidentally as to what they 
thought of the Arab, the following interesting statement 
has been forwarded by Capt. Cyril M. Scott, Q.M.C. 
(Cavalry), from Manila, where he is now stationed: 
_ “My impression of the Arab type of horse is exceed- 
ingly favorable. My grandfather, before the Civil War, 
owned an Arab stallion, Turk, which he bred to a saddle- 
bred type of mare. These horses were celebrated in the 
neighborhood for endurance and kindness of disposition. 

“My grandfather presented General McClellan, who 
was his brother-in-law, with two of this type of horses, 
when General McClellan (then a captain or lieutenant) 
was en route to the Mexican war. Letters now in the 
family, from General McClellan, tell of the hardiness 
and endurance of these two horses, which he used 
through the entire war. My uncle also rode a horse 
of this type through the entire Civil War. To-day, a 
man in the country where these horses were bred states 
of his horse, ‘He is a descendant of Turk,’ when he wishes 
to emphasize what a fine strain he has. 

“T think an Arabian crossed with a good type of 
mare would make an ideal type of Cavalry mount.”

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TO TEST AN INVENTOR’S CLAIMS. 


Favorable report has been made in the House on 
H.J. Res. 116, to provide for the demonstration of an 
invention or discovery claimed to have been made by - 
Garabed T. K. Giragossian, of Boston, and also for the 
purpose of securing said Giragossian in his rights if 
said discovery or invention shall be demonstrated to be 
practicable. The resolution provides that the United 
States Government shall have the right to use said dis- 
covery or invention without charge, and that there shall 
be no expense to the Government in connection with 
the demonstration. The report says: “It is positively 
stated by Mr. Giragossian that he has devised means 
whereby it is possible to utilize energy without limit and 
at no cost except for the usual depreciation of. machin- 
ery. If Mr. Giragossian’s claim is well founded, which 
of course can be determined only by a demonstration, 
the possible results of the general use of the means in 
question is beyond the power of man’s imagination. He 
says that it would be entirely possible, by the use of the 
means in question for a ship to cross and recross the 
seas without stopping for fuel, and for airships to do 
likewise. The locomotive steam engine would, accord- 
ing to Mr. Giragossian, be replaced by something much 
lighter and more effective. There wvuld in fact be no 
purpose to which energy might be applied without limit 
that would not be promoted immeasurably. If Mr. 
Giragossian can prove the practicability of his discoy- 
ery or invention, the quick termination of the war is as- 
sured. The ships of our Navy, ships of commerce, and 
airplanes could travel any distance without returning 
for fuel. He says it would be possible to produce 
nitrates anywhere by the use of the means he has con- 
trived. Being convinced of Mr. Giragossian’s absolute 
earnestness and realizing fully his high degree of in- 
telligence, the committee feels that it would not be dis- 
charging its obligation if, it did not urge upon the Flouse 
the importance of adopting the resolution.” 
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A message of thanks has been received by the Red 
Cross War Council from General Pershing for the com- 
fort kits sent his men. The message said: “These things 
cause the soldier to remember that the people at home are 
behind him. You do not know how much that means to 
any soldier who is over here carrying the flag for his 
country. This is the point which should be impressed in 
the minds of those who are working for the soldier.”

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from reports July 20-26.) 
. RUSSIAN REVERSE ON GALICIAN FRONT. 


After three weeks of brilliantly successful offensive, the 
Russian armies of the southwestern group have yielded 
to one of those sudden and complete reversals of form to 
which troops under faulty discipline are subject, and have 
in consequence lost in a single week considerably more 
than they gained in the previous three. The German and 
Austrian forces have not only regained the Lomnica val- 
ley, Halicz and their previous line north of the Dniester, 
but have driven their adversaries from Stanislau and 
Nadvorna, in southern Galicia, and Tarnopol on the 
Galician northeast border. Crossiug the Sereth river 
near Tarnopol they threaten to drive farther eastward 
the cutting edge with which they have already severed the 
Russian armies. 

The reverse, as was virtually admitted by the reports 
of both sides, had its cause in the suddenly accentuated 
unwillingness of many Russian units to carry out fighting 
orders. On this account the collapse may be attributed 
to a specific military failing, known to military organizers 
as subject to cure. There was no breakdown of the or- 
ganization in other respects, and numbers of the units, 
even to entire divisions, behaved with a constancy which, 
in view of the prevalence of discouraging conditions of 
indiscipline and mistrust, must be reckoned as_ heroic. 
It would be an exaggeration of the affliction visiting the 
Russian forees, therefore, to regard the surprising col- 
lapse of the past week as universal, chronic or incurable. 

The strategy of the Teuton counter-attack, in the nar- 

rower sense that excludes the psychological side, is of 
secondary importance. The offensive followed a plan, 
nonetheless, that gravely menaced the very existence, as 
well as the positions, of the Russian troops between Tar- 
nopol and the Carpathians to the south. In this region 
the Russian eighth army had advanced up the strategic 
avenue between the Dniester river and the mountains, so 
that it occupied a somewhat sharp salient. As-soon as 
the Russicn advance had been checked, as related in last 
week’s review, on the Lomnica river, the main Teuton 
counter-attack was launched. It had four main features 
or phases. First came a direct and violent frontal attack 
northwest of Tarnopol, centering near Zborov, and de- 
signed to break the Russian front, throwing the opposing 
troops back eastward behind the Sereth river. Second, 
changing direction to the right, a position of the Teuton 
force bore down southward along the Strypa and Zlota 
Lipa rivers, toward the Dniester, threatening the rear of 
the Russian salient. Third, a further portion of the Teu- 
ton forees attacked and captured Tarnopol. Fourth, the 
movement north of Tarnopol* was resumed, enabling the 
eutons to force a crossing of the Sereth river and estab- 
lish themselves on the east bank, in preparation for a 
deeper penetration of the gap that had been created be- 
tween the northerly and southerly portions of the oppos- 
ing front. 
* ‘The first portion of the plan was put. into execution on 
July 19. The Teuton attack fell upon a front of some 
twenty miles between Zborov and Pebaki, and was aimed 
at the point of junction of the Russian seventh and eley- 
enth armies. Although strongly posted in positions cap- 
tured a fortnight earlier, the Russians offered only a 
feeble resistance. Some of the units retired or were ren- 
dered useless by numerous desertions, and those which 
held fast at the outset were left isolated and forced to 
fall back. The second movement was less easily exe- 
euted by the Feutons. and occupied them from the 21st 
to the 24th. Swinging southward and passing down the 
course of the two small rivers, they promptly captured 
Jezernay and Podhajce with large steres of aban- 
doned supplies, but met with their first serious opposi- 
tion on approaching Duczacz. On a front of ten miles 
from this town westward to Monasterzyska the Russians 
eppesed a formidable defense until July 24, when the 
Russians south of Tarnopol rallied : nd struck westward 
at the Teuton left flank from the neighborhood of Trem- 
bovla. The delay thus caused to the Teutons’ south- 
ward advance gave the Russians south of the Dniester 
time to withdraw from Stanislau and all points west- 
ward, including Halicz and Nadvorna. The line of re- 
treat for the greater part of this force was necessarily 
south of the Dniester and permitted of no ready junction 
with the forees of the north bank, but the involved army 
was relieved for the moment from the pressure from 
across the Dniester. which had threatened to drive it 
southward into the Carpathian uplands. 

The capture of Tarnopel, effected by the Teutons July 
23 or 24. constituted im itself a serious blow to the de- 
fense, as it greatly diminished the chance of establishing 
a new rmanent front along the Sereth river. The 
fourth phase of the Teuton offensive. the crossing of the 
Sereth above Tarnspol, was apparently carried out July 
23 without effectual opposition. German troops foreed 
their way across at Mikulice and on the following day 
eecupied the heights dominating the crossing point from 
the East. A division of the Russian forces defending 
Tarnopol is reported to have abandoned its post before 
the Teutons appeared, rendering the capture of the city 
an easy matter. 

Russian commands on many and widely scattered por- 
tions of the front tried meanwhile vainly to ereate a 
diversion. such as might force the adversary to withdraw 
troops, or halt the Galician operations. Near Vilna the 
Russian efforts were particularly violent. Here a series 
of attacks on July 22 and 23 gave the Russians momen- 
tary possession of the village of Kreve, where they made 
about 1,000 prisoners, but were unable to maintain them- 
selves, owing to the desertion of some of the troops em- 
ployed in the attack. In the wooded Carpathians also 
the Russians attacked on July 23 with slight and uncer- 
tain suceess. On the 24th and 25th troops under the 
Rumanian General Averesco attacked in the southern 
Carpathians and attained considerable success. seizing 
the Teuton’ line over a front including the villages of 
Mereseo and Volvezani, and capturing some 2,000 pris- 
oners and twenty-four guns. 


GERMAN CHECK ON FRENCH FRONT. 
Several days of the most severe fighting yet reported 


in the course of the German Crown Prince’s stubborn at-- 


tempts to drive the French from the Chemin des Dames 
ridge resulted in a check to the Germans, who, after gain- 
ing a small portion of the Californie and Casemates pla- 
teau positions were turned out of them by a eounter- 
attack. 

Beginning with July 19, the attack turned its atten- 
tion from the western and central portions of the ridge 
to the eastern end. This extremity, accounted the strong- 
est, had been avoided by the Germans for some weeks 
subsequent to the French gain at the Dragon Cave. On 
July 19, however, a select German unit, the 5th Prus- 
sian Guard division, with flank support from other di- 
visions was thrown forward in an attempt to force the 
crest line on the Californie plateau and the Casemates 








plateau, lying north and northwest, respectively, of the 
town of Craonne. Their advance was preceded by a bom- 
bardment characterized in some dispatches as exceeding 
any previously delivered against the French front. The 
Germans were able to penetrate the position on both the 
plateaus, but were promptly ejected from all save 600 
yards of front trench on the Californie and a small out- 
work on the Casemates. The German losses in the 
course of the action were judged by the French to be un- 
usually severe. A second attack by the same troops was 
delivered at daybreak on the 22d. Infantry fighting pro- 
longed during a great part of the day left the positions 
unchanged, save for slight German gains. A day’s lull 
followed; and on the morning of the 24th the French took 
the offensive. They succeeded in reoccupying the front 
line on the Californie plateau, with the exception of a 
demolished work on the northwestern face, left aban- 
doned by both sides. On the Casemates plateau they were 
able to advance their front somewhat beyond that of July 
19. The German attempt to regain the Californie pla- 
teau trenches came at five a.m. on the 25th and was re- 
pulsed. 

On the remainder of the ridge the Germans refrained 
from attacks, save in the area between Cerny and Bray, 
in the central portion, where they attacked several times 
on July 20 without result, and in the neighborhood of 
La Bovelle, where the Paris statement of July 26 re- 
ported a new attack in great force of which the outcome 
remain, unannounced at present writing, save for the cap- 
ture of portions of the French front trench. 

Elsewhere on the French front the Germans took the 
offensive at various points, but only on a small scale. 
In Champagne they attempted a surprise attack near the 
Naivaim farm on July 19. A German attack northwest 
of Mt. Cornillet on July 22 led to sharp fighting, but gave 
the Germans apparently no gain against the height posi- 
tions from which the French have commenced to shell the 
area about Moronvillers, putting the Germans at a con- 
siderable disadvantage in maintaining themselves. Early 
cn July 26 the French made an advance north of Au- 
berive, where they found front line trenches abandoned 
by the Germans. This abandonment coupled with the 
announcement of French artillery activity against Moron- 
villers, where much of the work of the imm diate rear 
of the German positions is doing, indicates that the situ- 
ation for the Germans in Champagne has grown more 
difficult. 

Whatever new hostilities the British. plan in Flanders 
or Artois remain in the preparatory stage. The several 
weeks that have passed since the last of the spring series 
of British assaults suggest either that some inscrutable 
event has caused a paralysis of the offensive, successful 
in several previous phases, or else that time is being 
taken to prepare a blow of greater force than those which 
preceded. Beginning with the 20th, Berlin daily reported 
the lulls and increases of a more than usually heavy Brit- 
ish bombardment, extending over the front from the La 
Bassée Canal to Lens, a distance of seven miles or more. 
Aerial reconnoissance was carried on by the British when 
the weather was favorable. A number of reconnoitering 
trench raids searched out the German lines at various 
points, both near Lens and in the neighborhood of Armen- 
tiéres and Ypres. On the night of July 22 the Canadian 
troops before Lens, on the south front of the city, de- 
livered a local attack against lines southeast of Avion, 
by which they were able to gain a front of 600 yards and 
a depth of 300, a considerable advance in territory so 
—— as the southern defenses of Lens have come 

Some artillery fire and some raiding failed to oust the 
Germans from their recent gain at the mouth of the Yser, 
on the Flemish coast. The German troops took the initi- 
ative in raiding only in the area of the Searpe, to the 
east of Arras. 


ITALY, SERBIA, TURKEY. 


Italian reports detail considerable stir of artillery in 
the Trentino and a few patrol encounters and artillery 
duels on the Carso, but give no suggestion of any serious 
attack or important military movement on the part of 
either side. In Macedonia the Serbians sustained at- 
tacks near Staravina. The Teuton offensive moves ear- 
ried out in Macedonia of late have, in part, the effect of 
demonstrations, calculated to affect the possible decision 
ef the French, British and Italian leaders, now holding 
council at Paris, to withdraw troops from Macedonia, to 
be replaced by the Greek regiments that the new govern-

In Palestine the British fought a cavalry engagement 
with two Turkish regiments west of ma oy Siivieg 
them back into that city on July 19. On the two follow- 
ing days they bombarded the Turkish trenches near Gaza 
and raided a point on the Turkish right. The Turks re- 
port that they re-established their position. 
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NOTES OF THE WAR. 

Capt. Walter O’Brien, commanding an American mer- 
ehant steamer with a Navy gun erew aboard, and who 
arrived at an American port on July 19, declares that 
a German U-boat in the Bay of Biscay on June 16, 
made an attack on his steamer and the torpedo missed 
him by only three feet. Captain O’Brien swung his 
vessel around so that her stern gun bore on the sub- 
marine when she came to the surface, and after four 
shots sent her to the bottom of the ocean. “And what 
makes the destruction of the submarine doubly agree- 
able,” said Captain O’Brien, “is that she was the same 
one which sank the big oil steamship John D. Arch- 
bold, of the Standard Oil Company.” Captain O’Brien 
brought 119 cabin and 123 steerage passengers from 
France. 

German airmen made another raid in daylight over 
the east coast of England on the morning of July 22. 
About twenty German airplanes took part and were 
repulsed after they had dropped several bombs over 
Felixstowe and Harwick. The total casualties, accord- 
ing to an official statement, numbered eleven killed and 
twenty-six injured. The damage to property was in- 
significant. A patrol of the Royal Flying Corps en- 
countered some hostile machines returning to Belgium 
and brought down one at sea near the coast, says the 
British statement. The German report states that all 
their airmen returned safely. 

Up. to July 23 Canada had enlisted by the voluntary 
system since the beginning of the war 426,622 men. 
While the first two weeks of the war brought fully fifty 
thousand recruits, the last two weeks only brought 2,166 
men and the last month has only shown 5,121 enlist- 
ments. 

The curve of British shipping losses through submarine 
attacks rose in the week ending July 25. Twenty-one 
British vessels of more than 1,600 tons each and three of 
less than 1,600 tons each were sunk last week. One fish- 
ing vessel also was lost. 

The German casualties reported in the German official 
lists during June, but not as having occurred in June, 
were given out by the War Office in London, July 19, 
as follows: Killed or died of wounds, 28,819; died of 
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illness, 3,215; prisoners and missing, 38,606, wounded, 
95,906. The totals of the German official lists since 
the war began are as follows: Killed or died of wounds, 

032,800 ; died of illness, 72,960: prisoners and missing, 
591,966; wounded, 2,825,581. The naval and colonial 
casualties are not included. 

Sweden has lost 136 ships by submarine attack or 
mines, since the beginning of the present war to June 
30, 1917, according to a statement from Copenhagen. 
Denmark has lost 180 in the same manner, during the 
Same period. 
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THE TRAINING CAMPS. 


An increase in the number of candidates at the Platts- 
burg training camp who will be permitted to select to go 
with the Regular Army as Reserve lieutenants was de- 
cided by a telegram sent on July 26 to Lieut. Col. Paul A. 
Wolf by The Adjutapt General. General McC€ain’s dis- 
patch to Colonel Wolf read, in part: “All men recom- 
mended for provisional second lieutenants, Regular Army, 
after the first sixty, mar select to go to the Regular Army 
as Reserve lieutenants with the contingent of sixty. 
Those who so elect, but ultimately fail to be appointed 
in the Reguler Army because of lack of sufficient vacan- 
cies, will nevertheless continue with the Regular Army 
as extra officers for duration of the war and eligible for 
promotion.” The telegram also gives officers’ boards the 
authority to list additional recommendations of men 
cualified for appointment as Reserve officers who, other- 
wise would be sent to aviation schools, or to second 
training camps for furiner instruction or discharged, but 
the telegram concludes “No assurance of commissions or 
active service can be given at present time.” 

Four Signal Officers’ Reserve Corps training camps 
were opened during the past week under the direction of 
the Signal Corps of the Army to fit signal Reserve officers 
for active duty upon the completion of a thirteen-weeks’ 
course of intensive trainmg. The camps are located at 
Monmouth Park, N.J.; Fort Leavenworth, Kas.; Leon 
Springs, Texas; and the Presidio of Monterey, Cal. Or- 
ganizations of Regular and Reserve signal troops are 
stationed at the cnmps for the instruction of the student 
officers, who are not assigned to duty, but are merely in 
attendance to pursue the prescribed course. Those who 
demonstrate their ability will be assigned to duty with 
Signal Corps organizaticns upon their graduation. Ap- 
pointees to the camps include non-commissioned officers 
of the Regular Signal Corps and men holding Reserve 
officers’ commissions. These camps for Reserve signal 
officers differ from the ether officers’ training camps, in 
that the students have been conimissioned before taking 
the course. 
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EXPLOSION ON U.S.S. A-7 AT CAVITE. 
A disastrous explosion occurred on the U.S. submarine 





. A-T at Cavite, P.I., on July 24. 1917. Aa offieial dis- 


patch to the Navy Department announces that five men 
were killed and three were injured, as follows: 

Dead—Lieut. Arnold Marcus, U.S.N., of Mill Valley, 
Cal.; Mach. Mate Harold H. Lang, of Dorchester, Mass. ; 
Gun. Mate. Othe Hopewell, of Brushby Knob, Mo.; 
Chief Electrician Jesse M. Currie, of Richmond, Va.; 
and Mach. Mate Joseph A. Kunz, of Cameron, Texas. 

Injured—Chief Electrician Theodore Schaiblin, of 
Greenwood, Mo.; Fireman Arthur M. Jacobs, of Rigby, 
Idaho; and Mach. Mate J. P. Hixon. Hixson’s injuries 
are slight. The others were seriously injured. 

The explesion, from a preliminary examination, ap- 
peared to be due to the ignition of gas within the ship.

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RECENT DEATHS. 
Brig. Gen. Henry M. Lazelle, U.S.A., retired, who was 


born in Enfield, Mass., Sept. 8, 1832, died at George- 
ville, Pa., this week. He was an officer of distinguished 
record and was appointed a cadet at the U.S.M.A., July 
1, 1850. He was graduated and promoted in the Army, 
brevet second lieutenant, 1st Infantry, July 1, 1855, and 
was promoted second lieutenant, 8th Infantry, the fol- 
lowing October. He was appointed colonel of the 16th 
New York Cavalry during the Civil War. He remained 
as an officer of the 8th Infantry until December, 1874, 
when he was promoted major of the 1st Infantry. He 
was promoted lieutenant colonel, 23d Infantry, in 1882, 
colonel of the 18th “Infantry, in 1889, and was retired 
for disability in the line of duty Nov. 26, 1894. He 
was advanced to brigadier general on the- retired list 
in 1904. General Lazelle’s record of service included 
engagements in battles against Indians and in the Civil 
War. In his early service against Indians in Texas 
and New Mexico in 1858-59 he was severely wounded 
through the lungs. He was captured by Texas insur- 
gents in May, 1861, and was not exchanged until July 
28, 1862. During the Civil War, among other duties, 
he was in command of his regiment in operation against 
Mosby’s Guerrillas, and of a Cavalry brigade of the 22d 
Army Corps. After the war he served on frontier duty, 
and took part in the Yellowstone expedition of 1872 
and 1873, and in the Sioux expedition of 1874. He was 
also on frontier duty and in command of Fort Yuma, 
Cal., and of Fort Scully, Dakota. He was in command 
of a battalion in the field in Montana in 1877, and was 
commandant of cadets at the U.S.M.A., and instructor 
of Artillery, Infantry and Cavalry tactics in 1882. 
Among various other assignments he was ordered to 
British India to witness maneuvers of the British .rmy 
in 1886, and later he was placed in charge of the pub- 
lication of the official records of the War of the Re- 
bellion. He was a veteran of the Civil War and re- 
ceived the brevet of major, Dec. 19, 1864, for gallant 
and meritorious services in battle at Culpeper, Va. Af- 
ter his retirement he took up farming in Virginia. He 
was the author of “One Law in Nature,” “Matter, 
Force and Spirit,” and several monographs. 

Col. Ellwood W. Evans, Cav., U.S.A., son of the late 
Capt. George W. Evans, U.S.A., and brother of Med. 





Inspr. Sheldon G. Evans, U.S.N., died at Pueblo, Coloy 
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July 24, 1917. He was born in Maryland April 26, 1866, 
and was graduated from the U.S.M.A., class of 1887, 
being at that time promoted in the Army second lieuten- 
ant, 8th Cavalry. He subsequently served in the 5th Cay- 
alry as first lieutenant and was transferred to the 8th 
Cavalry in 1895. He served two details as paymaster 
and was assigned to the 10th Cavalry in 1913. He reached 
the grade of colonel July 1, 1916. His first duty after 
graduation was on the frontier in Texas. He served 
with his regiment in the campaign against the Sioux In- 
dians on Cheyenne river, S.D., 1890-91. He subsequently, 
among other duties, served in Cuba in 1899, in the Philip- 
pines and on Mexican border duty. 

Lieut. Col. Robert Craig, U.S.A., retired, died at Pitts- 
burg, Pa., July 4, 1917, and his remains were interred 
in Oak Hill cemetery. His death was a great surprise 
to his friends, who had considered him to be in excellent 
health. He was born in Pennsylvania Jan. 20, 1545, 
and was graduated from the U.S.M.A., class of June 15, 
1866, and promoted in the Army second lieutenant, 
4th Artillery. He was appointed captain and A.Q.M. 
Dec. 10, 1888, captain Signal Corps, m 1890. He was 
promoted major in 1897, lieutenant colonel in 1898, and 
was retired Dec. 1, 1899, for disability in the line of 
duty. Among other duties he first served at Fort Wayne, 
Mich. He was signal instructor at Sedgwick Barracks, 
D.C., in 1869; was in charge of the construction of 


telegraph lines in the States of Washington and Idaho. - 


From 1882 to 1885 he served as assistant to the Chief, 
Signal Officer at Washington, and again from 1887 to 
1888. From 1889 to 1898 he was disbursing officer of 
the Signal Corps, and in 1897 was principal assistant 
to the chief signal officer in New Orleans, engaged in 
the work of relieving sufferers from the overflow of the 
Mississippi. Colonel Craig was sent to Cuba in No- 
vember, 1898, in connection with the telegraph lines of 
the Department of Santiago. From July to December, 
1899, he served as chief signal officer on the staff of 
Gen. Otis, at Manila. 

Lieut. Col. Thomas Sharpe, U.S.A., retired, died at 
the Hotel Montgomery, Chambersburg, Pa., July 21, 
1917. He enlisted on the first call in 1861 as a private 
in Co. A, 7th Pa. Reserves. He was appointed captain, 
65th U.S. Colored Infantry, in 1863. He was commis- 
sioned a second lieutenant, 41st U.S. Infantry, in 1866, 
by President Grant. During his long career Colonel 
Sharpe saw active service as first lieutenant and cap- 
tain in the 41st, lst and 17th Infantry, being in a 
number of conflicts with the Indians. He also served 
as an Indian agent at western points and for a time 
was a recruiting officer. He was retired in 1898, and 
was advanced to lieutenant colonel on the retired list, 
in April, 1904. He was born in Pennsylvania, Dec. 6, 
1836. Colonel Sharpe’s brother, Dr. Alexander Sharpe, 
was married to Nellie Dent, sister of Julia Dent, <he 
wife of Gen. U. S. Grant. 

Col. Henry Anthon Bostwick, Q.M. Corps, N.Y. 
N.G., and a highly respected officer, died in a sani- 
tarium at Clifton Springs, N.Y., July 25, 1917, where 
he had been since June 1. At the time the New York 
troops were sent to the Mexican border in 1916, he was 
assistant adjutant general and his health broke down 
as the result of overwork. He was born in New York 
Aug. 21, 1864, and at the age of twenty-one enlisted as 
a private in Co. B, 7th Inf., N.Y. He later served in 
the grades of battalion quartermaster sergeant and bat- 
talion sergeant major, first lieutenant, and assigned as 
assistant inspector of small arms practice. In February, 
1908, he was assigned as a first lieutenant in the Ord- 
nance Department and in 1912 was promoted to cap- 
tain in the Ordnance Department. On May 1, 1914, 
he was transferred to the 7th Regiment, and in 1915 
he was commissioned a lieutenant-colonel in the Q.M. 
Corps. ,His last assignment was as assistant to the 
Adjutant General and United States property and d(is- 
bursing officer in charge of the arsenal at Seventh ave- 
nue and Thirty-fifth street. He was promoted colonel 
shortly before he died. 

Capt. Melchior M: Eberts, Aviation Section, Signal 
Corps, U.S.A., who was killed May 15, 1917, at Colum- 
bus, N.M., while making a flight in an airplane piloted 
by Capt. J. L. Dunsworth, U.S.A., held the rank of cap- 
tain in the Aviation Section of the Signal Corps, and the 
rank of first lieutenant of Infantry. In the account of 
his death last May the rank of captain was incorrectly 
given as first lieutenant, instead of the highest rank he 
held, of captain, in the Signal Corps. 

Second Lieut. Lopp F. Patten, Inf., U.S.A., while 
directing his company in target practice on the range 
at Fort Bliss, Texas, July 24, 1917, was kilied by bul- 
lets from a machine gun operated by his own men. He 
was shot ten times in the head and shoulders. Lien- 
tenant Patten was only recently commissioned from the 
ranks, after serving twenty-eight years in the Army. He 
was a non-commissioned officer and saw service in the 
Spanish-American War, the Philippines and the Boxer 
rebellion. His home was at Fletcher, N.C. 

Ex-Second Lieut. Jacob R. Riblett, of the 5th U.S. 
Inf., who resigned May 1, 1873, and was a graduate of 
the U.S.M.A., class of 1868, died at Bellaire, Mich., 
June 19, 1917. He worked in a printing office and in 
passing a press in operation, his arm was caught, and 
before the machine could be stopped, he was pulled in 
and killed. He entered the military Service in the 108th 
Illinois Infantry in 1862. 

The infant son of Capt. and Mrs. James Blyth, 37th 
U.S. Inf., died of pneumonia on July 7, 1917, at 1540 
Marion street, Denver, Col. 

Mrs. Francis Emmons Corcoran, mother of P.A. 
Paymr. R. BE. Corcoran, U.S.N., died in the seventy- 
fifth year of her age, at Charleston, S.C., on July 15, 
1917. 


Mrs. H. B. Lowe, mother of Major Thos. T. Lowe, 
M.R.C., died at Shrewsbury, Pa., on July 23, 1917. 

Mrs. Ann Frances Abbot, widow of Pay Dir. Charles 
W. Abbot, U.S.N., and mother of Major Charles W. 
Abbot, jr., U.S.A., retired, died at Warren, R.I., on 
July 18, 1917. 

Francis Stritling Kilgour, C.S.A., father of Miss Ce- 
cilia Kilgour, Mrs. L. J. Simonthon and Mrs. Ralph S$.

Persons who masquerade as officers of the Services sre 
to be severely dealt with in New York, and heavy 
prison sentences hereafter will be imposed on swindlers 
who have been posing as officers. A crusade to rid 
New York city pf fake “officers” was started July 25 
by Francis G. Caffey, United States Attorney, on the 
suggestion of Army officers stationed at Governors 
Island. Mr. Caffey issued a general warning to pro- 
prietors of cabaret places, managers of concert halls 
and taxicab starters that they will be arrested here- 
after if they or their employees wear uniforms without 
authorization from the military authorities. Mr. Caffey 
said he considered the use of the seaman’s uniform by 
girl cabaret dancers a disgrace to the uniform, and that 
the wearing of military uniforms by chorus men was 
even more of a disgrace, which no longer will be per- 
mitted. Arthur E. Luzzi, a Fifth avenue jeweler, was 
sentenced to serve one year and a day in the federal 
penitentiary at Atlanta, Ga., for unauthorized use of the 
uniform. He was found guilty of having posed as a 
captain in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, and in that 
capacity te have attempted to sell rings and other 
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jewelry to soldiers at the forts and other Army reserva- 
tions about New York.

Specification 2 alleged that Assistant Veterinarian Seeley, on 
May 1, in time of war, having been informed by Colonel Cam- 
eron that a dissected horse’s foot was needed for class work 
in the school for non-commissioned officers, did say in an im- 
pudent and insubordinate manner: “It is customary among 
professional men for any one lecturing on anatomy to prepare 
his own specimens,’’ or words to that effect. ‘ 

The accused pleaded ‘not guilty.’ He was found guilty of 
the specifications and of the charges and was sentenced to be 
dismissed the Service of the United States. 

President Wilson, in reviewing the proceedings, said: ‘In 
the foregoing case of Asst. Vetern. Burton A. Seeley, U.S.A., 
the evidence fails to establish beyond a reasonable doubt that 
the order alleged to have been disobeyed was given with 
sufficient definiteness, or that the same was. sufficiently under- 
stood, to warrant a conviction of willful disobedience thereof. 
The finding of the court on the first charge and the specification 
thereunder is, therefore, disapproved. The finding of the court 
on the second charge and the specifications thereunder is ap- 
proved and the sentence is confirmed, but is commuted to the 
loss of five files on the lineal list of assistant veterinarians with 
the rank of first lieutenant.”

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Officers of the Army whose commissions are tempo- 
rary, will enjoy the same rights with respect to longevity 
pay as are accorded the Regular commissioned personnel, 
it is Tearned officially, 
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SUGGESTED CHANGES IN TACTICAL UNITS. 

Important changes in the size and composition of tac- 
tical units of the Army have been discussed informally 
by the General Staff, but it can be stated officially that 
no definite action has been taken as yet, despite detailed 
stories to the contrary appearing in the daily press. In 
fact, consideration of the changes has not reached the 
point where a concrete plan has been drawn up. The 
alteration most likely to be adopted will involve a re- 
organization of what Army Regulations term the “typi- 
cal division.” Most civilians have an idea that the com- 
position of this tactical unit is firmly fixed by statute 
and is about as permanent as the renowned laws of the 
Medes and Persians. Such is not the case. The division 
has been aptly described as the “blank key” from which 
may be filed an opener for any particular (military) 
lock that the War Department may find upon its hands, 
General Pershing, for instance, has proceeded to re- 
organize his division to fit the circumstances he has found 
in France. The strength of a division in the French 
army is 17,000 men. 

So far as can be learned there is no disposition in 
Washington to change the size of the Infantry company. 
The present size was adopted after a board of experi- 
enced Infantry officers had recommended it as the most 
efficient, by a vote of something like 38 to 2. The com- 
position of the company undoubtedly will undergo some 
change to take in the various new detachments that have 
come to be ceemed essential as a result of foreign ex- 
perience. Such detachments include, for instance, the 
“grenadiers” or bombers the heavily augmented machine- 
gun contingent and, similarly, the contingents that are 
to be armed with the lighter automatic rifles for use in 
the foremost lines during the progress of an assault. 

Regardless of all reports to the contrary, it can be 
stated that both the National Guard and National Army 
divisions will be organized at their camp in accordance 
with the units now recognized. If the War Department 
concludes later on that we should follow the French in 
reducing the size of a division to number about 17,000 
men, this would mean the addition of not less than twen- 
ty-six divisions to our forces, with a consequent increase 
in the number of general officers to be appointed. The 
reduction in the size of the division by about 11,500 
men would mean that instead of thirty-eight divisions 
(six Regular Army, sixteen National Guard, sixteen Na- 
tional Army) there might be sixty-four divisions. That 
is to say, in the excess personnel dropped from the orig- 
inal organizations could be found material for about 
twenty-six others. There is no authority for assuming 
that these extra formations will be carried: out, other 
than the statement of the Secretary of War that “the 
number of higher officers will be increased accordingly.” 


CAVALRY ORGANIZED AS ARTILLERY. 


Another important change in organization, already or- 
dered, involves the equipping and training of eight regi- 
ments of Cavalry, of the Regular Army, for duty as Field 
Artillery. The regiments already designated for this 
change are the 18th to 24th, inclusive, and one other yet 
to be named. The regulation equipment will be issued 
as. soon as possible to enable these units to be reorganized 
as Light Artillery, the armament to be 3-inch guns in 
each case. The Secretary of War has plainly stated that 
this change is to hold only for the term of the “present 
emergency,” at the end of which the regiments will revert 
to their normal organization. 

The reorganization of certain National Guard Cavalry 
regiments as Field Artillery on the same basis as the 
Regulars has been discussed at the War Department, but 
it was decided to withhold action for the time being. Na- 
tional Guard Cavalry will be sent to encampments with 
the mounts they now have on hand, however, and no ad- 
ditional horses will be issued until the matter ‘s definitely 
decided. 

The recommendation submitted by Brig. Gen. Joseph 
E. Kuhn, Chief of the War College Division, was as fol- 
lows: “The Regular Army Field Artillery available 
(eighteen regiments) is sufficient only for six regular di- 
visions. This leaves a large surplus of Infantry, out of 
which additional divisions could be formed if artillery 
therefor can be formed. As U.S. Cavalry, as such, is not 
to be used in Europe at present, that arm affords a means 
for obtaining additional Field Artillery. As cavalry horses 
and saddles have not yet been fully supplied to new Cav- 
alry regiments, the War College division deems it wise 
to suspend further issues to them and to commence train- 
ing with a view to conversion into Field Artillery, This 
will involve eight regiments, enough for two divisions and 
two regiments over, which can be assigned to the Na- 
tional Guard, which also lacks artillery. Pending issue of 
artillery material and until plans for training the new 
regiments are matured, these regiments should be trained, 
as far as practicable, for service as Field Artillery.” 

The Acting Chief of Staff, Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, 
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made the following explanation concerning the immediate 
steps: “The commanding officers of the 18th, 19th, 20th, 
21st, 22d, 23d, 24th and 25th Regiments of Regular Cav- 
alry will be directed to proceed at once to reorganize 
their regiments for use as 38-inch Field Artillery regi- 
ments during the existing emergency, in accordance with 
tables of organization, and to report after the reorganiza- 
tion the names of the surplus officers, if any, and the 
number of surplus enlisted men for disposition as the 
interests of the Service may then require. “The chiefs of 
all the supply: bureaus will be informed of this action in 
respect, to the designated Cavalry regiments, and will be 
directed, in substance, to supply these regiments with the 
necessary artillery material as soon as practicable, mak- 
ing use, as far as practicable, for this purpose of the ma- 
terial left in the United States by Artillery regiments 
sent abroad. The supply of these reorganized regiments 
should be so arranged as to equip each regiment with 
the least possible delay with sufficient material to begin 


practical instruction. Hereafter horses furnished to the | 


regiments above enumerated will be such as are sup- 
plied regiments of Field Artillery.”

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THE HIGH COST OF BELLIGERENCY. 


According to Senator Smoot, a member of the Finance 
Committee of the Senate, the cost of the war to this 
country, in actual expenditures, will total more than 
$17,000,000,000 for the first twelve months. His pre- 
diction was elicited by the action of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, on July 24, in presenting to the committee ad- 
ditional estimates for the Army and Navy of over $5,- 
000,000,000. Approximately twice that sum already has 
been appropriated, and another $5,000,000,000 will be 
needed within the next thirty days to continue the policy 
of financial assistance to the Allies. Secretary Mc- 
Adoo’s new estimates had the immediate result of post- 
poning action indefinitely on the War Revenue bill, which 
had been practically completed. It is the prevailing opin- 
ion in Washington that the additional revenue now de- 
manded will be derived from imposts on excess profits of 
corporations and on incor-es. 

The estimates for the Army are based upon the 
necessity for organizing, equipping and sustaining 
forces of not less than 2,000,000 men. ‘These in- 
clude, roughly, Regular “Army, 387,000; National 
Guard, 400,000; National Army, 500,000; auxiliaries, 
100,000; and, possibly, the second quota of drafted 
forces. The Navy, in addition to expenditures on an 
authorized enlisted personnel of 150,000, has to take care 
of its tremendous construction program, which, accord- 
to official compilation now represents not less than $890,- 
000,000. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, in discussing his pro- 
posed additional war budget before the Senate Commit- 
tee on Finance, informed the committee that the $2,- 
000,000,000 authorized for loan to the Allies probably 
would last only to October and that an additional $2,- 
000,000,000 would be needed. Provision for this, how- 
ever, will probably be considered at the next session. 


DEFICIENCY ESTIMATES FOR THE WAR. 


Secretary of War Baker, through the Secretary of the 
Treasury, Mr. McAdoo, submitted to Congress on July 
26 deficiency estimates in detail for the War Department 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1918, aggregating $5,- 
275,753,756.98. Of this $2,468,813,000 is for arma- 
ment of fortifications. At the same time the Secretary 
presented supplemental estimates amounting to $642,- 
124,591, but of this amount $639,000,000 already has been 
appropriated in the Aviation bill and should be deducted, 
although Congress must make provision to meet it, as it 
was not included in the estimates when the war tax was 
framed. The items are as follows, omitting cents:

WAR DEPARTMENT NOT PESSIMISTIC. 

Eleven Army officers, members of a special commis- 
sion sent to France, England and Belgium early in June 
as observers of*army conditions, arrived at an American 
port on July 23. The work for which they were sent 
abroad was completed when the first detachments of the 
Am.rican troops arrived in France, and they assisted 
with the disembarkation and establishing of the tem- 
porary camp. In the contingent were Cols. D. E. Ault- 
man, C. B. Baker, M. L. Hersey, W. S. Graves and 
C. P. Summerall; Lieut. Col. E. D. Anderson and Capts. 
G. S. Simonds avd M. E. Locke. 

Army officers ~-ho returned from France within the 
past week have denied in toto the sensational story pub- 
lished at the time of their arrival by a prominent morn- 
ing newspaper, stating that they had expressed conviction 
that the German line on the Western front is ‘“impreg- 
nable.”’ The story, written witl much attention to de- 
tail, created no small sensation. While it is the earnest 
desire of the Secretary of War and his assistants to re- 
frain from minimizing the military task this country has 
undertaken, press reports which go as far as this one in 
the direction of the pessimistic extreme are deemed almost 
as dangerous as over-optimism. Secretary Baker immedi- 
ately instructed the Acting Chief of Staff to interrogate 
the officers who Lad just arrived. Without exception each 
denied having been the authority, either directly or in- 
directly, for the conclusions stated. Secretary Baker gave 
out a statement !ater in which he said: 

“T have succeeded in reaching all the members of this 
military mission, and am assured that no one of them has 
expressed such an opinion either to a newspaper man, 
or to anybody else, including his own associates on the 
mission. The alleged expression, therefore, is wholly with- 
out foundation. The members of the military mission 
were sent abroad to study technical questions.. They were 
accorded the fullest opportunity by both the British and 
the French governments to complete their study, and 
were given opportunity to observe actual conditions at the 
front. The mission is unanimous in its praise of the 
splendid morale of the Allied forces on the Western front, 
and while it shares the general realization of the gravity 
of this war, it returned without any pessimistic opinion 
whatever as to the final outcome.” 

The ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL can state, furthermore, 
that far from considering the German line impregnable, 
the American military observers are unanimous in re- 
porting that there is hardly an individual sector which 
could not be pierced provided the necessary weight of 
artillery were concentrated thereupon, and the sacrifices 
to be paid in assault discounted. Conversations with 
these officers leave the conclusion that the predominant 
impression they have received is a mixture of wondering 
admiration for the French soldier, and a horror of the 
fearful daily cost of modern conflict. 
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The Secretary of We: has approved the assignment of 
two regiments of Infantry from the West Virginia Na- 
tional Guard to the 17th Division and of two North Da- 
kota and one South Dakota regiments to ihe 20th Divi- 
sion. These regiments will train at the encampments of 
the divisions with which they are brigaded. All other 
“surplus” regiments will proceed at the proper time to 
the encampments of the divisions to which they are tenta- 
tively assigned. The three New York regiments (10th, 
14th and 47th), for instance, will form an extra brigade 


. at Spartanburg, S.C. ; 
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The first conference of the Entente Allies since the 
United States entered the war to share its military for- 
tunes with them opened in Paris on July 25 with no rep- 
resentative of our country present. This is in accord- 
ance with the announcement made by the State Depart- 
ment on July 19 that although invited our Government 
would not participate in the conference since the:chief 
concerns of the meeting would not be any permanent 
policy, but solely those of military affairs and the Bal- 
kan situation as it is affected by the active entrance of 
Greece inito the war on the side of our cause. This de- 
cision of our Government's is a very proper one since 
our relation to the war is a purely military one based 


on the national policy of helping to defeat the present 
German government that “the world may be made safe 
for democracy.” So long as we abide by this principle 
we can never be charged with seeking any material gains 
from the war, although that is the now accepted German 
official attitude toward us. As it developed the confer- 
ence began as a secret one which makes our position all 
the better. If any solution of the conduct of the hapless 
Salonica campaign is worked out by the conference it will 
be one of the most important Allied meetings held up to 
the present. 
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Noting a statement in.the daily papers to the effect 
that the War Department had tentatively decided to 
supply only a colonel and one major of the Regular 
Army to regiments of the National Army, an Infantry 
captain writes to urge that additional Regular officers 
should be appointed as major or lieutenant colonel in 
the regiments of the National Army. He says: “Majors 
in the Regular Army could be made lieutenant colonels 
in the draft Army and their places filled by temporary 
promotion of experienced deserving ex-ofticers. Also, 
would it not be possible to appoint deserving ex-officers 
of the National Guard, Army, Volunteers, ete., as lieu- 
tenant colonels?” It is not our understanding that the 
War Department has decided to detail only a colonel 
and one major to each regiment of the National Army; 
but that the intention is to have at least that many 
from the Regular Service. While there has not been 
definite announcement as yet, according to information 
we receive, both the General Staff and Secretary of 
War are disposed to appoint as many experienced Reg- 
ular officers as possible to the new regiments. 
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Considerable pressure, political and otherwise, is being 
brought to bear in Washington, we learn, to override cer- 
tain plans of the War Department concerning: the or- 
ganization of the armies. This is particularly the case 
in the matter of the appointment of general officers to 
command National Guard troops. If left to the War De- 
partment none but officers qualified to lead troops in bat- 
tle, officers of known pract‘cal experience and ability, will 
be selected. If the politicians are heeded, general officers 
may be placed in command of National Guard troops who 
lack qualifications essential in the present emergency. It 
is to be hoped that the President will firmly support the 
War Department and that he will not heed pressure from 
other sources. 
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Preparations have been made by the Navy Department 
to take possession of the steamship Havana, of the New 
York-Cuba Steamship Company’s fleet, for use as a hos- 
pital ship. The Havana will probably be only the first 
of three or more vessels tu be,converted to this use to 
supplement the activities of the aged U.S.S. Solace. The 
Navy medical authorities have estimated that at least two 
additional hospital ships are urgently required, and if a 
third can be obtained without undue difficulty the Solace 
probably would be relegated permanently to the task on 





- which she is now engaged, that of an ambulance ship 


between the fleet and shore hospitals. Plans have been 
made also to obtain three vessels to be used as additional 
ambulance ships. 
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The estimated enlisted strength of the Marine Corps 
was 28,024 on July 24. There is still need for 1,976 re- 
cruits to bring the corps to its full authorized enlisted 
strength of 30,000. In addition to the 28,024 enlisted 
men, there are in service 1,030 Reserves, 885 National 
Naval Volunteers and fifteen retired men on active duty. 
The following officers are in service: Commissioned offi- 
cers, Regular, 428; commissioned officers, temporary, 45; 
commissioned officers, Reserve, 413; commissioned offi- 
cers, National Naval Volunteers, 32; retired officers on 
active duty, 43; and warrant officers, 45; making a total 
of 1,006 commissioned and warrant officers, 
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The report that Major Gen. George W. Goethals, U.S. 
A., may be sent to Frarce to take charge of the engineer- 
ing work to be done by the American Army, is still in 
the rumor stage. The National Defense Act provides that 
“in time of war retired officers of the Army may be em- 
ployed on active duty, in the discretion of the President.” 
A special act relating to the Corps of Engineers (S.J. 
Res. 70), provides that “when retired officers of the Army, 
any portion of whose active service was in the Corps of 
Engineers are called back into active service they shall be 
eligible to fill any position required by law to be filled 
by an officer of the Corps of Engineers.” 
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The new emergency ration for the Navy has not yet 
been approved by the Secretary of the Navy, who is await- 
ing the results of experiments to determine the relative 
“keeping” qualities of certain ingredients. The Navy 
medical authorities recommended that either peanut but- 
ter or a highly nourishing form of chocolate be used in 
conjunction with a biscuit. The peanut butter was con- 
sidered the more palatable, but it was feared that this 
commodity could not be stored without danger of spoiling. 
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Under authority given him in the Act of May 18, 
1917, the President has approved the increase of the 
enlisted strength of a regiment of Engineers by thirty- 
six men, as follows: One first sergeant, one mess ser- 
geant, one supply sergeant, one stable sergeant, four 
corporals, two horseshoers, one saddler, one cook, six 
privates (first class) and eighteen privates. 
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CAPPS TO BUILD MERCHANT FLEET. 


The President on July 4 ended the long controversy 
between Major Gen. George W. Goethals, head of the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation, and William Denman, 
chairman of the Federal Shipping Board, by accepting 
the resignation of General Goethals and requesting Mr. 
Denman to resign. he proffered resignation of John 
B. White, a member of the board, was also accepted. In 
their places, President Wilson designated Chief Constr. 
Washington L. Capps, U.S.N., to succeed General Goe- 
thals, Edward N. Hurley, former chairman of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, to succeed Mr. Denman, and 
Bainbridge Colby, of New York, to succeed Mr. White. 
Chief Constructor Capps has been serving as chairman 
of the Naval Compensation Board, the final arbiter of 
questions arising from the cost-plus-profit plan now used 
in practically every phase of naval construction. It 
ean be stated officially that. Chief Constructor Capps 
was absolutely unaware that he had been considered 
for the new position until he was instructed, about noon 
Tuesday, to report to the Secretary if the Navy. Sec- 
retary Daniels assured him that he would carry with 
him in his new work the complete confidence of the 
Navy Department and, moreover, would have every pos- 
sible assistance from the Bureau of Construction and

his resignation President Wilson said that his letter 
of resignation was “conceived in a fine spirit of public 
duty such as I have learned to expect of you, and 
added: “With deep appreciation, therefore, of your 
generous attitude and with genuine admiration of what 
you have been able in a short time to accomplish, I ae- 
cept your resignation, and feel that in doing so I am 
acting upon your best judgment as well as my own. I 
hope that you will feel the same undoubting confidence 
that I feel that the people of the country, for whom you 
have rendered great service, will judge you justly and 
generously in this as in other things, and that all per- 
sonal misunderstandings and misjuc ments that have 
been created will pass in a short time entirely away. 

During the time General Goethals was at the head 
of the Emergency Fleet Corporation contracts were let 
or arranged for 425 ships to cost $275,000,000, of which 
348 are of wood, with an aggregate tonnage of 1,218,000. 
After his appointment as chairman of the Shipping 
Board was announced Mr. Hurley said: “I appreciate 
the importance of the task with which the President 
has entrusted me. We must build ships, not talk about 
them. American labor, the most skillful and intelligent 
in the world, can turn out the ships in record-breaking 
time. and we are going to buckle down and get busy. 

Chief Constructor Capps was the most astonished man 
in Washington when Secretary Daniels told him he had 
been selected as successor to General Goethals. He said 
at once that, although in no sense an applicant, he was 
an officer of the Navy, subject to the orders of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and would devete his utmost energy to 
the successful accomplishment of any duty assigned him. 
Through his service for many years as Chief. Constructor 
of the Navy, and his record of achievement in that posi- 
tion, he is thoroughly - angen = ates by M4 
shipbuilding interests of the country. e served as chie 
caieaeien Sous November, 1903, to October, 1910. Dur- 
ing this time the tonnage of the Navy was more than 
doubled, and the majority of the present fighting vessels 
of the Navy were designed by him. His abilities and 
achievements were so much appreciated by Congress that, 
under a special act of Congress, after leaving the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair, he retained the rank of rear 
admiral. Since 1910 he has been on various important 
naval boards, as well as the mixed commission sent abroad 
in 1913-14, to attend the International Conference on 
Safety of Life at Sea—a subject upon which he is a 
recognized authority. 
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GENERAL SQUIER ON OUR AIR PLANS. 

In view of the ill-informed statements that are appear- 
ing regarding the plans of the Signal Corps of the Army 
for the development of the Aviation Section, and the loose 
talk utered about our putting 100,000 airplanes in France 
and England to aid our Allies, the following statement by 
Brig. Gen. George O. Squier, C.S.0., comes with some- 
thing of the tonic quality of a northwest wind at the end 
of a sultry day. In respense to the question: “How many 
airplanes will the United States build?” General Squier 
said: “I am not here to make public our plans or to in- 
dulge in prophetic figures. The closest estimate I can 
give is about this: The determination of the Allied gov- 
ernments is to enter Germany by the air route—and the 
United States Government is going to provide enough 
machines to make itself felt in putting this program 
through.” . 2 

Developing this general. statement to particulars, the 
Chief Signal Officers of the Army continued: “This is 
not saying that we will construct 22,000 airplanes or 
1,000,000 or ten or a dozen. If I knew how many ma- 
chines we would or could construct in a _year I wouldn’t 
tell, because this would be telling von Hindenburg; and 
he’d thank us for the information. The best time to tell 
the enemy about any military program is after that pro- 
gram has been carried out and put into effect. Germany 
announced her 42-centimeter guns by hauling them up to 
the batle line and firing shells of hitherto unheard of 
caliber into Belgium. After the guns were built and 
placed and in operation she encouraged the press in 
glorifying the results. The Germans are a nation of 
press agents, but they never let publicity tamper with a 
government secret. , : 

“Of course the public wants to know what we are 
going to do with the $640,000,000 which Congress has 
appropriated for the Aviation Service. Well, it’s safe to say 
that we will spend that money and probably murh more on 
the air route into Germany. That's about all we're going 
to say. Civilians are continually asking the question, 
‘What are your plans?’ It’s hard to convince some busi- 
ness men that an efficient military program is not a plan, 
but many plans. It ought to include all the plans there 
are in order to meet and defeat the fellow on the other 
side of the firing line; and you may be sure he has not 
been advertising his intentions. The public ought to be 
educated in the psychology of war, to be taught the swift 
opportunism which must be employed in carrying out anf 
great military enterprise. The essence of strategy is 
surprise. In many respects war is the polar opposite of 
regular business, as business is generally considered. The 
captain of industry schemes out his work, sometimes 
looking years ahead. He plans to operate in settled 





communities, or communities whose growth and condi- 
tion can be fairly well calculated. But the very spirit of 
warfare is shift, change, impermanency. A general on the 
field is working against a hidden foe whose science and 
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wit are constantly employed for the wreckage of that 
general’s plans. 

“How, then, could I say, if I would, what America’s 
aviation program will be for the next six months or a 
year? If you will show me von Hindenburg’s provision 
for air attack during the coming winter and spring, then 
I might divulge a few Yankee plans to counter it. People 
who are so cocksure about our determination to build 
22,000 airplanes seem to be inspired with the notion that 
aeros are all made on the same pattern, turned out of the 
factory as alike as two cubes of sugar. As a matter of 
fact, airplanes vary in cost between $9,000 and $75,000; 
and a comprehensive aerial program must include every- 
thing from a simple school machine to a flying dread- 
nought. New inventions are continually being tried out, 
new appliances and models must be installed in order to 
keep up with the times—or a little ahead of them. The 
German General Stati—that mysterious body working 
and thinking all the time somewhere between Berlin and 
Constantinople—aren’t going to let things remain at a 
standstill, and we may be called upon to revise our whole 
system in order to wreck theirs. That is war, which, as 
I have explained, is the most elastic thing in the world. 
A recent cabled report quotes the German commander of 
aviation as saying that American aviators would fail, 
among other things, through lack of courage. That Ger- 
man, obviously, has never encountered an American flyer 
in action.” 
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KENT ISLAND PROVING GROUND SELECTED. 


The Secretary of War on July 25 issued a statement 
corroborating the information published in our issue of 
July 14, page 1518, regarding the selection of Kent Isl- 
and, Md., as the site for a.new proving ground for ord- 
nance to supplement that at Sandy Hook, N.J. Steps 
will be taken at once to secure an appropriation from 
Congress for the purpose of starting work on the project. 
The statement follows: 


“The War Department finds that the Sandy Hook 
Proving Ground is inadequate to meet the present de- 
mands for the test and proof of ordnance and ordnance 
material, and that there is imperative need of the prompt 
acquisition and equipment of a proving ground to meet 
the present requirements, which are based upon_ the 
greatly increased range and power of mobile artillery, 
especially. 





“In search for a suitable site a most exhaustive survey 


was made of all the country east of the Mississippi river, 
and the only site found to meet the irreducible require- 
ments was Kent Island in the Chesapeake Bay, east of 
Annapolis, Md. This island possesses, to a marked de- 
gree, the requisites for a proving ground of the type 
imperatively needed, and every effort will be made to 
secure the needed funds from Congress for the acquisition 
and equipment of this island as a model Army proving 
ground for the test of artillery cannon, ammunition and 
accessories.” 

An appropriation of $3,000,000 for the acquisition of 
the Kent Island site is carried in the deficiency estimates 
submitted for the War Department last week. The isl- 
and is not mentioned specifically, but in view of Secretary 
Baker’s statement it is safe to say that the funds sought 
for a “proving ground” will be spent for the Kent Island 
property. 
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TRUCK BODIES FOR ARMY SERVICE. 


The War Department, it was announced on July 23, 
has let contracts for 24,050 motor truck bodies for Army 
use. More than one-third of this number will be sup- 
plied by the International Harvester Company, of Chi- 
cago, 10,000 in all, of two classes of tody. The next 
largest contract is with the Grand Rapids School Equip- 
ment Company, of Michigan, for 6,400. The contracts 
are as follows:

As a result of a conference of manufacturers, engineers, 
experts of the Army Quartermaster Corps, members of the 
Committee on Automotive Transport of the Council of 
National Defense, held at Columbus, Ohio, last week, the 
principal truck makers of the country have agreed volun- 
tarily to co-operate with the War Department in carry- 
ing out a building program which will absolutely guar- 
antee an ample supply of military trucks. The Columbus 
meeting was attended by 2,000 representatives of the in- 
dustry and the program adopted has been formally ap- 
proved by the Department. It can be stated officially 
that even after the standardized truck (now being sought) 
is approved, a certain volume of orders for trucks of the 
modified commercial type will also be placed. These will 
be assigned to the first expeditionary forces. The Secre- 
tary of War has authorized the setting aside from the 
contingent fund of his department of a sum of money to 
be used to complete the work of standardization of an 
ideal military truck, based upon the best American and 
foreign experience. Much of the work ‘along this line 
already has been carried out by the Society of Automo- 
tive Engineers. It is the hope of the officers of the 
Q.M.C. who have supervision of the work that it will 
have been completed by Jan. 1, 1918. 
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OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 


Candidates for commissions in the Reserve Officers’ 
training camps should be considered as in the military 
Service for campaign badge purposes, the Judge Advo- 
cate General believes. The opinion is based largely 
upon the information submitted by The Adjutant Gen- 
eral to the effect that such candidates have subscribed 
to bona-fide enlistments for three months, and therefore 
“are members of the Service” during that period. 

The presence of a professor of military science and 
tactics is necessary to entitle students in a-senior divi- 
sion, Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, to commutation of 
subsistence. If this officer were not present, it is 
pointed out, it would be impossible for the students 
to secure the training required under Section 50 of the 
National Defense Act. 

An officer who is mustered out of the National Guard 
for failure to take the Federal oath and who, later, 








re-enlists, cannot be restored to his former grade if no 
vacancy exists. A case cited on t!is point is that of 
Corpl. C. Broshears, of Co. B, 1st Arizona Inf. His 
commanding officer requested information as to what 
status and pay Broshears was entitled to. He will be 
told to carry the former corporal as a private and 
enter him for pay accordingly. 
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MOBILIZATION OF NATIONAL GUARD. 


The second and 1:.st contingent of National Guard 
troops for muster into the Federal service for the war as- 
sembled at their respective armories or camps on July 25. 
This contingent was Division 5, composed of Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island and 
Connecticut; Division 8, New Jersey, Delaware, Mary- 
land, District of Columbia and Virginia; Division 9, 
North Carolina, South Carolina and Tennessee; Division 
12, Illinois; and Division 20, Washington, Oregon, Idaho, 
Montana and Wyoming. These approximate about 
100,000 men. 

Of the above Massachusetts has the largest foree, ap- 
proximately about 17,000, and quite a number of these 
were previously mustered into the Federal service for 
guard duty some months ago. 

The procedure with these divisions is the same as that 
followed in the case of the divisions called on July 15. 
States which have provided mobilization camps sent the 
Guardsmen there to await movement to the southern 
training camps. In states where mobilization camps have 
not been provid.”. the men assembled at their armories. 
They will be provided with such clothing as may be 
needed, arms and field kit; and will be given final medical 
examination, prophylactic treatments, ete. 

On: Aug. 5 the entire National Guard will be drafted 
into the Federal service and will then await orders for 
future movements from the War Department to proceed 
to the cantonments selected for them as given in our 
issue of July 21, pages 1546-7. Some of the,units are 
said to be fully equipped, but there are others which still 
need certain equipment. This difficulty, however, will be 
overcome, it is believed, by the time the troops are ready 
to leave for the cantonments. 


NUMBERING NEW YORK GUARD UNITS. 


Based on the diagram of numbering the units-of the 
Army of the United States given in our issue of July 21, 
page 1557, some officers of the New York National Guard 
fond of computing figures have figured out the future 
designations of New York National Guard as given below. 
These figures while, of course, not official are believed to 
be correct, and in computing them it is assumed the Na- 
tional Guard in the Northeastern Department will retain 
its normal organization.

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THE REPORTED SUBMARINE ATTACK. 


As a result of the resolution offered in the Senate by 
Senator Penrose, calling for the text of the dispatch from 
Admiral Gleaves as to the reported attack by submarines 
on our transports that carried the American expeditién 
to France, Secretary of the Navy Daniels on July 22° 
made public his letter in reply. Answering criticisms 
which charged that the reports given out by Chairman 
Creel, of the Committee on Public Information, exagger- 
ated the incidents of the reported attack, Mr. Daniels as- 
sures the Naval Committee that the text of the Gleaves 
dispatch is subject to their inspection, but obviously can- 
not be made public. As to the report given out on July 3 
he says, in part: “Admiral Gleaves, in a brief cable, had 
reported that submarines had made attacks upon two di- 
visions of the transports. As soon as the news was com- 
municated by an officer of the antes. I hastened to 
the War Department to apprise the Secretary of War of 
the fact, for I knew he had felt the deepest solicitude, as 
he too was informed of the attacks. 

“At once a statement~ was prepared and given out, 
which I knew would" intensely gratify all Americans, 
The message of Rear Admiral Gleaves announcing the 
attacks, of course, had not been given to the public, and 
consequently it had been spared anxiety. The statement 
which I gave to the public conveyed the feeling of all 
who had been waiting and hoping for the reassuring 
telegram. 

“The facts were stated not in the very words of the 
Gleaves cablegram, for it-is the immemorial policy of the 
Department in time of war not to employ the language 
of a message coming in code. Otherwise it would be 
easy for the enemy to learn the cipher. Moreover, the 
message of the Rear Admiral contained the names of the 
ships, which for military reasons are never given out 
during a war. 

“The important part of the statement given to the pub- 
lic was that all our soldiers and marines and skips had- 
been convoyed to France in safety. Two of the groups 
arrived without being attacked and two were unsuccess- 
fully attacked. If the terms ‘battle’ and ‘attacked in 
force’ are open to criticism the fact still remains that 
the rejoicing was warranted.”

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OUR FORCES ABROAD. 
THE PERSHING EXPEDITION. 


Major Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., left Paris on 
July 20 for a two-day inspection of the front. He took 
with him several staff officers representing various 
branches of the Service in order that they might thor- 
oughly investigate and familiarize themselves with the 
vast organization system behind the lines. The Ameri- 
can officers will study particularly labor and the work- 
ing methods, the water supply, feeding arrangements, and 
field kitchens, quartermasters’ stores and artillery. Later 
a visit was paid to the training camp, where already the 
bulk of General Pershing’s army so far landed in France 
has been transferred. 

The training camp is undergoing great changes, writes 
an Associated Press correspondent. ‘The railroads are 
being double-tracked, switches and spurs laid, road 


idened to accommodate four vehicles abreast, extra tele- 
pobre and telephone lines strung up. Hotels, boarding 
houses, restaurants and cafés are springing up every- 
where. July 20 was also pay day for a large number of 
American troops and joy was universal as the monthly 
allowances were handed out in French currency—the 
more so because it seemed to each soldier that he was re- 
ceiving five times as much as usual. Pay day, however, 
soon lost part of its usual joys, because there is little to 
be purchased beyond the ordinary necessities of life. 

On the day General Pershing was leaving Paris for the 
front General Sibert and the principal members of his 
staff witnessed a technical maneuvering demonstration by 
picked French troops. The visit marked the beginning of 
a method of co-operation between the two armies by 
which the Americans will benefit by the lon§ war experi- 
ence of the French. On the following day another large 
group of American officers :left the camp to witness fight- 
ing demonstrations similar: to those attended by General 
Sibert. So many officers expressed a desire to see the 
maneuvers that 9 eel trucks had to be requisitioned 
to transport them all. f 

The US. Army has just eompleted the taking over 
the French base hospital near the training camp, which 
will be opened within a few days with the Johns Hop- 
kins unit, comprising thirty physicians and surgeons, in- 
cluding a number of noted specialists, 250 attendants and 
103 American nurses. The hospital has a capacity of 
1,000 beds and will be used exclusively for the American 
forces. The medical arrangements are already so far ad- 
vanced that each troop section has its local dispensary 
with twelve beds and a field hospital, American ambu- 
lances, and finally a base hospital. Medical supply de- 
pots have been established and are fully equipped. Huge 
quantities of materials were landed with the troops, and 
the French have turned over other large supplies. 

The first real baseball game in the camp was played 
on July 22, thanks to the efforts of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, which has organized a regular 
company league of six teams and plans to extend its 
work considerably as soon as the equipment arrives. The 
first troops had hardly reached here when the Y.M.C.A. 
representatives were on hand, and their building was one 
of the first in operation. A numbers of American offi- 
cers left on the same day for French and British military 
schools for a long course of training in modern warfare. 
When they have finished, other officers will take their 
places, and later non-commissioned officers will have the 
same opportunity. : ;

The Governor of Florida was informed a few days ago 
that 1st Lieut. Joseph T. Clement, Inf., U.S.A., recruit- 
ing officer for Florida, would be unable to accept the 
eoloneley of the Ist Florida Infantry, which had been 
tendered to Lieutenant Clement some time ago. The 
War Department having decided that no officer of the 
Regular Army would be allowed to accept a commission, 
except as a brigadier general or as a colonel of a regi- 
ment, that is formed of units from two or more states. 


This action is greatly regretted by both the Governor and 
the state authorities as they were most anxious to have 
Lieutenant Clement command this regiment. 

The 10th Signal Battalion, composed of enlisted men 
of the Signal Reserve Corps, has been ordered into train- 
ing at Leon Springs, Texas. With the 10th Battalion in 
training, there are about 500 men of the Signal Corps at 
Leon Springs. The Signal Officers’ Reserve Corps camp, 
consisting of fifty commissioned Reserve officers, will 
begin training July 23. Major G. W. Helms is in com- 
mand of the signal troops on the r ervation. The 10th 
Signal Battalion was recruited from employees of the 
Southwestern Telephone and Telegraph Company and has 
212 enlisted men and non-commissioned officers recruited 
in St. Louis, Kansas City, Wichita, Kas., St. Joseph, 
Dallas, Houston, San Antonio, Fort Worth and other 
towns of Texas. 

First Lieutenants Albert M. Meads and Frank E. Me- 
Cullough, M.O.R.C., and 119 enlisted men, Medical En- 
listed Reserve Corps, of Red Cross Ambulance Company 
No. 2, University of California, Berkeley, Cal., have ar- 
rived at the mobilization camp, Allentown, Pa., for duty. 
First Lieut. Homer H. Wolfe, M.O.R.C., was also on 
duty with the ambulance from Berkeley to Allentown. 

The 3d U.S. Cavalry on duty at Fort Sam Houston, 
Texas, will hold a field day Monday, July 30. Major C. 
H. Conrad, jr., has been designated officer in charge. 
There will be seven interesting events, and these include 
a bombing contest, platoon rush and slow mulegrace. 


Ambulance Company No. 20 is being organized at 
Atlanta, Ga., by 1st Lieut. Leo._P. Daly, Med. Res. 
Corps, U.S. A. 

The Young Men’s Christian Association dedicated its 
new annex building at Fort Slocum on July 21. 

Capt. Barclay H. Warburton, S.0.R.C., has been or- 
dered to proceed to London, England, and report to the 
military attaché there, for assignment to duty. 


Pvt. Joseph Carroll, Troop B, 19th U.S. Cav., was 
drowned at Burlington, Vt., July 22, 1917, at Queen City 
Park. Carroll, according to a story of one of his chums, 
Russell Smythe, went into the water too soon after eat- 
ing a hearty dinner. He dived off the float to which: he 
swam, and never came up. His body was found at 
the bottom of the lake near the point where he jumped off 
the float by two young men in a canoe. 

A correspondent writing to us from Fort Wayne, Mich., 
this week says: “I had a very pleasant visit with Captain 
McCain at the Columbus Barracks a few days ago, and 
I have seldom seen a finer body of men than these in the 
barracks. Fine, clean-cut American soldiers, all happy 
and well cared for. Such treatment of our troops is a 
credit to the War Department.” 

The Engineer company of the 14th Provisional Train- 
ing Regiment, commanded by Major James G. Steese, 
C.E., U.S.A., entertained the Engineers’ Club, of Kansas 
City, at their station at Fort Leavenwor'th on July 14. 
Two hundred and fifty Engineers and ladies arrived by 
special train and auto to attend the festivities. The pro- 
gram included inspection of trenches and accessories, 
construction of pontoon bridge, demolition demonstration, 
exhibition of miscellaneous engineer equipment, dress 
parade and band concert, the last by the Disciplinary 
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Barracks Band. Except for the address of welcome by 
Major Steese, the entire program was carried through by 
the Reserve Officers to demonstrate the results of their 
two months of training. A special feature was supper 
for the entire party in the big mess hall, where the 1, 
members of the training camp habitually eat. The 14th 
Provisional Engineers represent the Missonti-Kanaun 
Colorado contingent of the new National Army. In ad- 
dition to the 14th, the Engineer garrison at Fort Leaven- 
worth, under command of Lieut. Col. M. L. Walker, C.E., 

S.A., is composed of the 7th U.S. Engineers and the 
Reserve contingents from Forts William Henry Harrison, 
Sheridan, Snelling, Logan H. Roots and Leon Springs. 
The cantonment station of the 14th is at Fort Riley. 

Capt. Constant Cordier, U.S.A., arrived in Cambridge 
on July 23 on_a visit to the Harvard Military Camp.

Captain Cordier’s visit, according to Major Theo- 
dore Lyman, secretary of the Harvard Corps, was in an 
unofficial capacity.

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. THE SIXTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
FIRST SESSION. 


By a vote of 50 to 11 the Senate passed the Rivers and 
Harbors bill on July 26. The measure, passed by the 
House on June 27 and carrying an appropriation of $27,- 
954,000, now goes to conference. In its present form it 
authorizes the Government to enter into negotiations for 
acquisition of the Cape Cod and the Chesapeake and Dela- 
ware Canals either by direct purchase or by condemna- 
tion proceedings, and provides for a Federal Waterways 
Commission of seven members, to be appointed by the 
President, at least one member of which shall be an offi- 
cer of the Corps of Engineers, U.S.A. Each member 
will receive a salary of $7,500 a year. Another amend- 
ment authorizes the Secretary of War to make regulations 
for any n /igable territory endangered by coast artillery 
fire. 

The committee of conference on the bill, S. 1811, on 
July 21 reported agreement adopting a revised wording of 
the measure, providing for the counting of service in the 
Army or Navy of the United States as equivalent to resi- 
dence and cultivation upon homestead entries, and in the 
event of the soldier’s death in such service providing for 
the issuance of patent for such land to his widow or 
minor children. 

An amendment intended to be proposed by Senator 
Owen to the bill (S. 1786) to amend certain sections of 
the National Defense Act, would add on page 7, after 
line 20 at end of Section 10: “Pyovided, That hereafter 
the commissioned officers of the Medical Corps of the 
Regular Army shall be distributed in the several grades, 
as follows: Major generals, .25 per centum; brigadier 
generals, .25 per centum; colonels, 4 per centum; lieu- 
tenant colonels, 8 per centum; majors, 23.5 per centum; 
captains, 32 per centum ; lieutenants, 32 per centum. Pro- 
vided further, That when called into service the numbers 
of the officers of the Medical Reserve Corps shall be 
seven to the thousand of men in the National Guard 
and National Army and the relative grades of the officers 
of the Medical Reserve Corps shall be the same as the 
grades of the Regular Army. The President shall have 
authority to appoint officers of either corps as ‘consult 
ants,’ with the duty of acting in an advisory capacity, 
making inspections and reports on medical, surgical, or 
Sanitary questions, and such other duties as may be re- 
quired by the chief of the Medical Department.” 


NAVAL APPROPRIATION ESTIMATES, 


The Secretary of the Navy has submitted to Congress 
further estimates of appropriations urgently required by 
the Naval Establishment for the fiscal ear ending June 30, 
1918, amounting to $105,566,177. The Secretary also 
submits additional estimates required for the Naval 
Establishment, Bureau of Yards and Docks for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1918, in the sum of $23,400,0@3; 
‘for the submarine base at-New London, Conn., $90,00@ 
for acquisition of a tract of land in the immediate vic» 
ity of the base for use primarily as a place for the stor- 
age of submarine nets and for mines; for additional em- 
ployees and funds required during fiscal year 1918, for 
office of Superintendent of State, War and Navy Depart- 
ment Buildings, $90,870 

For extending and equipping the gun factory at the 
Washington Navy Yard the Secretary of the Navy asks 
$7,500,000. The proposed work includes the construc- 
tion of a large six-story machine shop for mines, mounts, 
and torpedoes, a five-story pattern and woodworking 
shop, an extension to the power plant, a new brass 
foundry, an extension of the steel forging plant, an opti- 
cal shop, range-finder towers, administration building, 
quarters for enlisted personnel under instructior and the 
extension of the yard service system to supply adequately 
these new structures. 


AVIATION BILL A LAW. 

The Senate passed the Aviation bill (H.R. 5326) for 
“the temporary increase of the Signal Corps,” and car- 
rying an appropriation of $640,000,000 on July 21 with 
less than an hour’s discussion, without amendment ou 
a record vote. President Wilson signed the bill- on 
July 24. The only dispute in the Senate, with many 
members expressing a desire to pass the bill immediately, 
was over an amendment of Senator Hardwick, of Geor- 
gia, to strike out a clause authorizing drafting of the 
men for the aerial service. The amendment was re- 
jected, 66 to 12, after Senators La Follette and Gronna 
had made brief speeches opposing the draft. 

Howard KE. Coffin, chairman of the Aircraft Produc- 
tion Board, issued a statement regarding progress in 
airplane construction and the plans of the Government 
in the course of which he said: “All world’s records 
for industrial development of a new art must be broken. 
Whatever crimes may later be laid at the door of those 
who are to direct this work, that of inaction or slow- 
ness in accomplishment must not be one of them. We 
are prepared to go ahead at once with the expanded 
plans--which the appropriation makes possible.” Brig. 
Gen. George O. Squier, C.S.0., and Chief Constr. 
David W. Taylor, U.S.N., the representatives of the Army 
and Navy ‘on the Aircraft Production Board, are per- 
fecting its plans for putting into effect at once various 
provisions of the Dill. 


BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

FOR A STAFF WAR CORPS, U.S.N, 

8. 2656, Mr. Weeks.—That, in order to increase the efficiency 
of the naval] service, there is hereby established during the 
existing war between the United States and the Empire of Ger- 
many and to continue not longer than one year thereafter a 
Staff War Corps of the U.S. Navy, which shall consist of gradu- 
ates of the Naval Academy. The officers comprising this Staff 
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War Corps may be appointed in the grades of commander, lieu- 
tenant commander, lieutenant, lieutenant (junior grade), and 
ensign of said corps. 

No person shall be appointed an officer of the Staff War 
Corps of the Navy who is under twenty-one or over sixty-four 
years of age and until he has established to the satisfaction of 
the Secretary of the Navy his mental, physical, moral and pro- 
fessional qualifications for the commission for which he is an 
applicant. All appointments shal] be made*by the President, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, 

All officers of the Staff War Corps of the Navy shall, when 
ordered to duty, be assigned only to duty at the Navy Depart- 
ment, Naval Academy, navy yards and stations, courts-martial, 
members of boards, or any other duty on shore, as the Secretary 
of the Navy may determine. 

The appointments of the officers to the Staff War Corps shall 
be for the period of the emergency and may be revoked at any 
time during that period by the Secretary of the Navy. ‘ 

The officers of the Staff War Corps shall be entitled, while 
assigned to duty, to receive the same pay and allowances as are 
now or msy hereafter be provided by law for officers of like 
grade in the Navy.

H.J. Res. 122, Mr. Emerson.—That a flag three feet long by 
two feet wide, with a red border five inches wide, and a white 
center, with a blue star in the white center for the number of 
sons or daughters that parents shall have in the service of the 
United States military department, shall be given by the Gov- 
ernment to the parents of any person who is engaged in the 
military service of the United States for the present war. 


TO REGULATE PERSONNEL OF COAST GUARD. 


H.R. 5345, Mr. Adamson.—In order properly to organize 
personnel of Coast Guard as a part of military forces of U.S., 
as now provided by law, the Secretary of Treasury is author- 
ized to fix and determine the several grades and ratings for 
warrant officers, petty officers, and other enlisted men of Coast 
Guard. Base rate of pay for any additional grade or rating 
established under this section shall not exceed base rate of 
pay for similar grades or ratings in Navy. 

Sec. 2. Any commissioned or warrant officer, petty officer, or 
ether enlisted man in Coast Guard may be assigned to any 
duty necessary for proper conduct of Coast Guard, and Secre- 
tary of Treasury may, when interest of humanity and com- 
merce require, man any Coast Guard station during entire year 
or any portion thereof, maintain any established house of 
refuge as Coast Guard Station, and change, establish, and fix 
limits of Coast Guard districts and divisions. 

Sec. 3. No officer or enlisted man in active service who shall 
be absent from any duty on account of disease or injury re- 
sulting from own intemperate use of drugs or alcoholic liquors 
or other misconduct, shall receive pay for period of such ab- 
fence, whether such disease or injury was contracted or in- 
eurred before or after passage of this Act, time so absent and 
cause thereof to be ascertained under such procedure and 
regulations as may be prescribed by Secretary of Treasury. 

Sec. 4. Hereafter all vacancies in grade of constructor in 
Coast Guard shall be filled in accordance with Act of July 
1, 1898. 

Sec. 5. Enlisted men of Coast Guard not under instruction 
or diving for practice shall, when employed in submarine 
diving, receive extra compensation therefor at rate of $1.20 
per hour for actual time so employed under water. 

Sec. 6. Enlisted men of Coast Guard, qualified and regularly 
detailed as gun pointers by commanding ofticer of vessel, shall 
receive monthly, during qualification and detail, in addition to 
pay of respective ratings, extra pay as follows: Secondary 
gun pointers, first class, $4; second class, $2. Prizes, trophies, 
and badges for excellence in gunnery exercises and target 
practice may be issued to personnel of Coast Guard under 
rules and regulations as may be established by Secretary of 
Treasury. 

Sec. 7. An enlisted man of Coast Guard shall have credited 
to his account at beginning of first year of first enlistment 
$45, and at beginning of each subsequent year of enlistment 
or service $20. for uniform clot g. and amount so credited 
shall be paid to him upon dis ge if entitled to honorable 
discharge: Provided, That when a person enlists for a period 
longer than one year he shall receive amount credited to him 
for clothing at end of each year prior to expiration of term of 
enlistment, but at expiration of term, or if sooner discharged, 
shall not receive said amount unless entitled to honorable dis- 
charge: Provided further, “hat when a person enlists in Coast 
Guard who has not been enlisted in Revenue Cutter Service 
between April 16, 1908, and Jan. 28, 1915, even though he has 
had previous service in Life-Saving Service, such enlistment 
shall be deemed his first year of enlistment for purpose of 
erediting his account for uniform clothing. 

H.R. 5407, Mr. Smith of Idaho.—To admit osteopathic physi- 
eians to examinations for commissions in the medical branch 
of the Army of the United States, and to provide for their 
official status, rank and pay, and for other purposes. 

H.R. 5413, Mr. Coady.—To authorize the refund of duties 
collected during the year 1917 on field kitchens imported by 
the War Department or furnished that department or organiza- 
tions of National Guard for use during recent mobilization on 
Mexican frontier, or elsewhere, by popular subscriptions or as 
gifts by public-spirited citizens of U.S. 

H.R. 5471, Mr. Blackmon.—Authorizing the restoration of 
John T. Melvin, a lieutenant (junior grade), to the active list 
ef the Navy. . 

H.R. 5457, Mr. Emerson.—To compel aliens either to enlist 
in the Army, make application for citizenship, enlist in the 
army of their own country, or be deported, or otherwise dis- 
posed of, at the option of the President.

To dispose of reports of serious delays in delivery 
of lumber for the National Army-cantonments, the lumber 
committee of the Council of National Defense announced 
on July 24 that 160,000,000 feet, or sixty per cent. of 
the total required for the sixteen cantonments, already 
had been shipped. 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The American squadron arrived at Buenos Aires on 
July 24. Argentine warships preceded the visitors, who 
were enthusiastically cheered by great crowds that gath- 
ered at the quay. An official reception committee greeted 
Admiral Caperton and other United States officers, and 
when the sailors landed they were acclaimed by 50,000 
people. A concert was held at the Jockey Club on July 
25, under the patronage of prominent women of Buenos 
Aires, and the American Society of the River Plate will 
give a reception. On Sunday there will be an athletic 
earnival, in which large numbers of aviators and horse- 
men will take part. All the theaters will give gala per- 
formances. The Minister of War will invite the Ameri- 
can officers to review the Grenadiers Regiment. 

In return for the many attentions showered on the offi- 
cers and men of the American squadron during their stay 
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at Montevideo, Admiral William B. Caperton, U.S.N., 
gave a dinner and dance on July 21. It was attended by 
members of the diplomatic corps and many Uruguayans 
prominent in public and private life. Commenting on the 
forthcoming visit of the American squadron to Buenos 
Aires the organ of the Presidential party there says the 
reception will be a significant fact and must be inter- 
preted as evidence of American solidarity in the face of 
events menacing juridical principles. 

The United States squadron in South American waters 
under Admiral William B. Caperton, U.S.N., commander- 
in-chief of the Pacific Fleet, left Montevideo, Uruguay, 
for Buenos Aires. An immense crowd cheered the Ameri- 
cans at the water front. Before his departure Admiral 
Caperton expresse1 to President Viera his thanks for the 
reception given to the Americans in Montevideo. The 
squadron was escorted on its way by the cruisers the 
Uruguay and the Montevideo. At Buenos Aires the 
American squadron was given a splendid reception. The 
vessels entered the harbor under the escort of Argentine 
men-of-war, and a holiday was declared on the day of 
arrival, and the city bedecked with flags. The festivals 
in honor of the Americans were arranged and Admiral 
Caperton and the commanders made the usual official 
calls and were entertained lavishly. An Associated Press 
dispatch of July 25 states that Gun. Mate Tenny Lyles, 
U.S.N., died as the result of an explosion on board one 
of the ships of the American squadron. The accident oc- 
curred while the vessel wa’ firing a salute. 

The visit to Tokio of Admiral Knight, commander of 
the American Asiatic Squadron, to express the thanks of 
the United States to Japan for sending home on a Japa- 
nese warship the body of George W. Guthrie, the late 
American Ambassador, is being made the occasion of 
manifestations of Japan’s friendship for America. Ad- 
miral Knight, nine of his officers and Lieutenant Com- 
mander Horne, naval attaché to the American Embassy, 
were received by Emperor Yoshihito at the Palace on 
July 21. They were presented by George Post Wheeler, 
American chargé d'affaires. In response to the Admiral’s 
message conveying the thanks of the American people, 
the Emperor paid a tribute to Mr. Guthrie’s memory and 
extended a cordial welcome to the visitors. He presided 
at a luncheon in honor of the Americans, Many promi- 
nent persons, including members of the cabinet, were 
present. Admiral Knight and his staff are being enter- 
tained extensively by Japanese officials. The American 
seamen are being cared for at Yokohama by Japanese 
seamen. 

On the return to Washington from their tour of. in- 
spection of the various navy yards, the members of the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs spoke in highest 
praise of conditions found, especially in the First Naval 
District, under the direction of Capt.. William R. Rush, 
commandant of the Charlestown Navy Yard. Congress- 
man Fred E. Britten, who was chairman of the com- 
mittee at one time, said: ‘Captain Rush is one of the 
ablest commandants in the naval Service, and his work 
shows it. He has everything in-the district organized in 
the most efficient manner and has his plans so per- 
fected that he has everything at his finger tips and knows 
what is going on every minute.” Other members of the 
committee expressed their views in a similar vein. 


Gunner Axel Lindblad, U.S.N., has successfully passed 
the examination for appointment as an ensign in the 
Navy, and Secretary Daniels will recommend to the Presi- 
dent his appointment. Gunner Lindblad was born at 
Stockholm, Sweden, and is thirty-three years old and is 
a naturalized citizen of the United States. He first en- 
listed as an ordinary seaman at Boston, Mass., on Feb. 
17, 1902. He was appointed to the warrant rank of 
gunner in the Navy in 1913. 

The Navy Department has received from the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury a silver life-saving medal to, be 
awarded to mark Charles Murphy, U.S.N., chief yeoman, 
navy yard, Mare Island, Cal., in recognition of his gal- 
lantry in rescuing a man from drowning in San Diego 
Bay, May 6, 1916. 

Secretary Daniels has commended Wiley O. Daugh- 

erty, U.S.N., chief boatswain’s mate, and Chester B. Ag- 
new, U.S.N., gunner’s mate, first-class, for their cour- 
age and resourcefulness displayed in June last during a 
disastrous fire in Yoakum, Texas. Both men were then 
on recruiting duty, and the commissioners of Yoakum re- 
ported that they rendered valuable assistance. 
. The work of removing the wreck of the old U.S.S. Yan- 
kee off New Bedford, Mass., is progressing. The Mer- 
ritt-Chapman Company, who bought the wreck from the 
United States, after all efforts to raise it failed, is now 
blowing it up. Thousands of tons of metal are being 
shipped to New York as junk, but it is expected that 
most of the engines can be salvaged. The wrecking com- 
pany made a price reported to be about $11,000 to remove 
the wreck, but it will receive much more in the sale of 
old junk which comes from the hull of the sunken craft. 
The wreckage in the form of big junks of steel from 
the hull, copper and brass is being loaded into lighters 
as fast as dynamite blows a section of the wreck to pieces, 
three divers being employed at the wreck. When a 
lighter is loaded it is towed into New Bodford harbor 
and the wreckage dumped on the old Track Works wharf 
at Fairhaven. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels on July 26 announced 
that “the Navy Department, after carefully considering 
the reports of engagements between American armed 
merchant ships and Germen submarines, has decided to 
substantially reward the chief petty officers in charge of 
certain gun crews. Three chief petty officers—Andrew 
Copassaki, Harry Waterhouse an¢ William J. Clark— 
will be tendered temporary warrants as gunners and 
boatswain, in addition to having received from the Navy 
Department letters of commendation for their gallantry 
in action. Copassaki recently transferred from the U.S. 
S. Arizona, was in charge of the gun crew of the steam- 
ship Moreni when that vessel was sunk by a German sub- 
marine on the morning of June 12, 1917. Waterhouse, 
recently transferred from .he U.S.S. New York, was in 
charge of the armed crew of the Petrolite. which was sunk 
by a German submarine on June 10, 1917. Clark, re- 
cently transferred from the Arkansas, was in charge of 
the armed guard on board the Silver Shell, which is 
credited with having been the first ship armed by a Navy 
gun crew to sink a German submarine.

F. ©. R., J. V. AND A. G. L.—By error it has been stated 
that a paragraph providing a first sergeant for each main 
recruiting station became a law with adoption of the Army 
Appropriation Act of May 12, 1917. This provision was 
assed in that Act by the Senate, but went out in conference. 
t is, however, in the bill S. 1786, to amend various sec- 
tions of the National Defense Act of June 5, 1916. S. 1786 
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has been favorably reported in the Senate, but has not yet 
been taken up for action. The paragraph to which you refer, 
and which it is hoped to enact in the passage of S. 1786, 
follows: ‘‘Provided, That one of the enlisted men at each 
main recruiting station who has been detached for duty at 
such station under the provisions of the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, 
may, in the discretion of the Secretary of War, have the rank, 
pay and allowances of a first sergeant of Infantry.”’

Waco has contributed liberally to the National Guard of 
this state, in addition to its enlistments in the Regular Army.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 








Brig. Gen. Charles W. Barber, formerly The A.G. of New 
Jersey, was sworn in by Governor Edge as Brigadier General, 
Ist Brigade, July 23, suceeeding Gen. Edwin W. Hine, retired. 
Though selected some time ago, General Barber remained in 
his position as Adjutant General of New Jersey pending the 
call to Federal service of the various units making up the 
brigade. General Barber has selected Major Harry V. D. 
Moore, of Englewood, adjutant of the 1st Brigade, under 
General Hine, for the same post on his staff. His two aids are 
Capt. Henry Stevens, of Montelair, and his son, Russell Bar- 
ber, of Woodbury, from civil life. Major Moore was on border 
duty last summer as one of Gen. Edwin W. Hine’s aids, and 
has since taken his examinations and put in a period of duty 
at Governors Island. General Barber has taken station at 
Sea Girt, to supervise the mobilization of New Jersey troops 
for muster into ‘the Federal service. The Ist New Jersey 
Brigade is composed of the Ist, 4th and 5th Infantry Regi- 
ments. 

The state of Delaware has now one regiment of Infantry, 
designated as the ist, organized according to the Tables of 
Organization, 1917.. The headquarters and nine of the units 
belong to Wilmington, two in Newark, three in Dover, two in 
Milford and one in New Castle. 

Col. James S. Boyer, commanding ist Inf., N.Y.N.G., has 
announced that the headquarters of the regiment will here- 
after be located at Utica, N.Y., instead of Binghamton, N.Y., 
as heretofore. 

Capt. W. S. Covell, Co. F, 7th N.Y., is among the officers 
who have recently resigned. He first joined the regiment 
in 1890. 

The 6th Massachusetts Infantry (less one battalion), at 
Framingham, Mass., were ordered on July 18 to proceed by 
marching to the National Army cantonment, Ayer, Mass., for 
guard duty and for carrying out War Department instructions. 

Lieut. Col. Jesse F. Stevens, of Wollaston, Mass., has been 
appointed adjutant general of Massachusetts, to date from July 
24, 1917, succeeding Brig. Gen. E, Leroy Sweetser as A.A.G. 
Colonel Stevens has been acting as an assistant to the Adju- 
tant General for more than a year, He enlisted as a private 
in the 1st Corps Cadets in 1887 and was commissioned as first 
lieutenant in 1901. Five-+years later he was made major and 
in 1908 was commissioned inspector general. Brig. Gen. E. 
Leroy Sweetser will take command of the 2d Brigade. In ac- 
cepting General Sweetser’s resignation Governor McCall ex- 
pressed his deep appreciation of the splendid service he has 
rendered. 

Adjutant General Thompson, of the state of Washington, 
announces the formation of an organization of the National 
Guard forces to be officially designated the ‘‘Washington 
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State Guard.’’ The first increment will consist of sixteen 
companies of Infantry, to be stationed as follows: Seattle, 
two companies; Tacoma, Everett, Centralia, Raymond; Ellens- 
burg and Colfax, one company each; Spokane, two companies; 
Bellingham, Snohomish, Aberdeen, Yakima, Wenatchee and 
Walla Walla, one company each. Enlistment in the Washing- 
ton State Guard will be for three years. on the active list and 
three years in the Reserve. Enlisted men may be discharged 
at any time prior to the expiration of their enlistment period 
for good cause shown, and any enlisted man, after one year "s 
service in the Washington State Guard, will be discharged 
upon his own application without further showing. All units 
oi the Washington State Guard will be honorably mustered 
out upon the signing of a treaty of peace which shall bring 
an end to the war, or at any time prior thereto, if in the 
judgment of the Governor of Washington the necessity for 
the maintenance of the State Guard no longer exists. The 
Waskington State Guard will be governed by the military 
laws and regulations of the state of Washington, as an or- 
ganization of the National Guard, but will not be subject to 
call or draft into the Federal service, and will not constitute 
a part of the National Guard forces recognized by Federal 
laws and regulations. No- member of the State Guard, how- 
ever, by reason of his enlistment therein, will be individually 
exempt from military service under the Federal laws, his 


’ obligation to the Federal Government being in no wise changed 
: by reason of his enlistment in the State Guard. 


A depot or is being formed for the 8th Coast Defense 
Command, N.Y.N.G. Capt. S. G. Teets has the formation in 
charge, and has. established headquarters in the new armory 
at Kingsbridge Road and Jerome avenue, Bronx. He would 
be glad to hear from ex-members of the 8th who desire to 
enroll for state duty, and would welcome help in getting 
recruits. 

The publishers of the National Guard Magazine, Columbus, 
Ohio, which has been in existence since Jan. 1, 1907, an- 
nounces that under the present war conditions they are com- 
pelled to announce to their subscribers that ‘‘having finished 
the race, and fought a good fight, the National Guard Maga- 
zine suspends publication indefinitely.’’ 

Spartanburg, S.C., where the New York National Guard 

will go into cantonment for training, is on the Charleston and 
Western Carolina and other railroads, ninety-three miles north- 
west of Columbia, It is in a rich and active cotton growing 
region and has large cotton miils, iron works and manufac- 
tories of twine and rope, etc. It is the seat of Wofford 
College (Methodist Episcopal), which was organized in 1853, 
of the Converse College for women and of a state institute 
for hog deaf, dumb and blind. The population in 1900 was 
11,3 ; 
The 12th N.Y., Col. R. L. Foster, was mustered into the 
Army of the United States on July 22 at Sixty-second street 
and Central Park, New York city. It had the full war en- 
listed strength of 2,002 men. The mustering officers were: 
Capt. F. 8. ‘Leisenring; Lieuts. L. L. Lampert, R. L. Hostetter 
and W ard E, Duval, all U.S.A. 

The 1st Alabama Infantry, which has been stationed at 
Mobile, Ala., doing guard duty at that port since April, is 
making an overland ‘‘hike’’ to the mobilization camp at 
Montgomery, Ala., a distance of about 225 miles. All along 
the route the regiment is being entertained and the march is 
proving to be a splendid patriotic educational feature of 
instruction. 

Lieut. Col, William S. Simmons, Adjutant General’s De- 
partment, Mass. N.G., has been placed on the retired list. At 
the time of his retirement Colonel Simmons was the oldest 
officer in the military service of the state. He joined the 
1st Corps Cadets in 1879 and received his first commission in 
1899. He has been at the State House since 1910. Major 
Stevens, who has succeeded Colonel Simmons, is recognized as 
one of the most capable officers in the state. He has been in 
the Service since 1906. 

Capt. Willard C. Penton, 23d N.Y.N.G., has been found 
physically disqualified on examination and is discharged the 
service of the United States. 

Major Otto I. Chorman, 3d N.Y.N.G., has been found quali- 
fied for the grade of major of Infantry. 

Capt. Meade M. Goodwyn, 1st Lieut. Barry Witzler and 
2d Lieut, Richard. H. Nottingham, 4th Va. Inf., N.G., having 
been found physically disqualified, are discharged the service 
of the U.S. 

Chaplain Emile S. Harper, 14th N.Y. Inf., N.G., has been 
found qualified for the grade of first lieutenant.

Among the well known officers of the N.Y.N.G. who have 
recently been assigned to active duty is 1st Lieut. Percival 
E. Nagle, assigned to the ammunition trains. The Lieutenant 
has served in a higher rank, but although a big man, he was 
giad to get through a small loophole to serve Uncle Sam, 
rather than not Serve him at all. The Lieutenant is known 
as an energetic and capable worker, and the ammunition train 
will never be late through any fault of Lieutenant Nagle. 


MASSACHUSETTS. 

Trench fighting is an impornant feature of the military 
instruction of officers of the Massachusetts National Guard at 
the camp at Wakefield, Mass., where officers of the 5th and 
8th Inf., Mass. N.G., began the instruction course on July 16. 
This instruction will place the Massachusetts troops a Jong 
way in advance of those from other states who have not 
undertaken the extensive instruction that the soldiers of the 
Bay State have. Col. Willis W. Stover, commanding the 5th, 
is in charge and Col. J. L. McAvity, of the 26th Canadian 
Overseas Battalion, is the chief instructor. Colonel McAvity, 
Major G. M. Johnson, Capts. F. H. Elliatt, C. V. Knowlton 
and B. Smith and Lieut. W. H. Breoks, all of the 26th, were 
detailed by the Militia Department of Canada to assist in the 
instruction of the officers of Massachusetts. Each is a special- 
ist and, through the course of instruction, the officers of the 
Massachusetts regiments will learn much that will assist in 
the instruction of their men. 

A section of first-line trench was constructed by a detach- 
ment of the 1st Corps Cadets Engineer Regiment, in command 
of Major Peter B. Chase, the Boston Transcript tells us, and 
the officers of the 5th and 8th dug the communicating 
trenches, which lead from the first-line ditch. The fighting 
trench had been constructed before the arrival of the officers 
in the school, and the Canadian officers blew up a portion of 
the trench with dynamite, so that the officers attending the 
school might have an opportunity to learn how to reconsruct, 
repair and consolidate a trench. 

Officers have been instructed in the methods of making 
bombs, using tin cans for casings and in bomb throwing, a 
method similar to putting the shot. Much time and study is 
given to the bombing, and not only is it necessary to learn 
the construction of bombs, but the officers also are ‘taught the 
construction of enemy bombs, as well as machine guns, so 
that if a lot- of either were captured the Americans would 
know how to handle the implements and could turn the ene- 
my’s own machines against it. 

“Machine gun emplacements and interlocking fire, a cross- 
fire system, are phases of instruction that come under trench 
fighting, and none is missed. The officers have been shown 
the use of the listening post—where two men dig themselves 
fifty yards in advance of the first-line trench to listen for any 
attempt at a surprise. Barbed wire entanglements is also an 
important phase of the instruction.
